Serious Defect of Our system.

Those bonds now bear only 2 per cent in- 
terest, and in ordinary times the incentive 
to take out national bank circulation is not 
great. With a demand for money Uke that 
which exists at the present time, circulation 
is profitable to banks, and when once taken 
out it is not likely to be retired until condi- 
tions change to a wonderful degree. 


Premium on Bonds Too High. 

The nation itself is prosperous. It does not 
have to borrow money to pay its running ex- 
penses. The result is that national banks 
find themselves confronted with a scarcity 
of government bonds on which alone they 

‘Can secure their circulation. The result is 
that the premium on government bonds is 
constantly put up to a point where there is 
little or no capital and little or no profit in 
taking out circulation, because the interest 
for a number of years must be devoted to 
wiping out the premium. 

If the United States were in such a con-

Col. Snell, using the name of his wife, Lura, 
and his 14 year old daughter, Elna, as a lever. 

They also show that sums which in the 
aggregate would make a email fortune were 
secured from Col. Snell, that he was induced 
to purchase presents for Elna, to keep her 
in school, and to pay for a home for the 
family in Clinton. 

On the back of one of the letters which has 
been filed in the clerk's office is an endear.ng 
note from Mrs. Hamiilton to Col. Snell, in 
which she agrees to meet him in Clinton, at 
the same time declaring her love for him. 


Preacher Tells of Home Hunt. 

The first of this new series of letters is 
one which tells of the search of the Rev. Dr. 
Hamilton for the home—the home which Col. 
Snell was to purchese for them. The letter 
was written in 1904, but bears a date line 
saying only Saturday a. m.“ It reads es 
follows: 

Dear Friend: 1 got back home Friday at 
midnight and was very sorry to find that you 
had left. I did so want to visit with you Sat- 
urday. | 

I found one beautiful home at Decatur on 
North Main street, one of the fine streets there, 
just finished. It has eight rooms, with every- 
thing in the best style. I can buy it for $3,900, 
It rents for $30a month. The lot is 44x172 feet. 
There is no better bargain in Decatur nor in 
QClinton. The house Lura writes you about is 
a bargain. It is the best one in Clinton. Now, 
have you any choice as to the two cities? I can 
buy either if I get about $1,000 to make the 
first payment. 

Lura says she knows you will let us have it; 
If you will, I will let her decide between them 
when she sees them Tuesday. She will some 
here Monday at 7 a. m. and look at the Decatur 
houses and then go to Clinton at 4:13 p. m. and 
Please write by return 


mail. Come and see us. Your friend, I. 


Woman's Plea Is Added. 

On the back of the last page of this letter 
was penciled in a woman’s handwriting: 

Darling, I will come to Clinton Monday. I 
want to see the nous in Clinton and the one 
in Decatur. 

Darling, you will help, please do, You can 
write me at Clinton or Mattie Bell can, and 
don’t put your name on it and I will be safe. 

Do help me. Darling, I write this on the back 
of my husband’s letter. You must help me, 
darling. I will write to you again and send it 
out at 7 p. m. I love you so dearly, 

There was no signature to this note. The 
writer apparently was practicing the same 
caution which she was demanding of her 
correspondent. 

Further letters tell of repeated requests 
for funds to keep Elna in school. These re- 
quests were accompanied by such asser- 
tions as, I am sure that she loves you 
as much as ever. You are mistaken when you 
doubt Eina's love for you. She thinks as 
much of you as ever,“ and similar declara- 
tions on the part of the young girl's father 
of the “undying love of the girl. 

As far as can be discovered from these let- 
ters, she took no active part in this peculiar 
mode of lovemaking. 

Elna Needs Snell’s Help. 

One letter of this sort was received by Col 
Snell, according to the court records, on Oct. 
23. 1907. The letter follows: 

Dear Friend: Please come over and visit us 
while the weather is good. We oan fix you up 
nice and comfortable. I want you to help Elna 
all you can. ’ 

She needs all the help you can give her just 
now. It is pretty hard on her to have to go 
among strangers, and of course she gets N 
homesick. 

She hasn’t written us since your letter reached 
her, Monday is about the only day she has to 
write anybody. My wife's father is still in the 
west, and will not get home until November, 
Come and visit us as son as you can. We will 
be glad to have you come. Don’t fail us. Your 
true friend. : 

The signature of the Rev. Dr. Hamilton 
had been attached to this letter, but had been 
partially erased, either intentionally or by 
accident. The next letter is a long and earn- 

est appeal to pay more attention to Elna.“

In a letter received by Cod. Snell Jan. 7, 
1906, the Rev. Dr. Hamilton said: 

I very much hope you can help us make the 
first payment on our house in May.

Please write 
Elna a nice, good letter as soon as you can, 
She will be glad to hear from you, I know. She 
will be very lonesome for awhile, You would not 
get very gloomy if she could be with you.

PASTOR GETS A PRISON TERM 


The Rev. J. R. Kaye of Oak. Park 
Deelared a Counterfeiter. 


HIGH OOURT TO HEAR PLEA. 


Notice of Appeal Given When Sentence 
Is Pronounced. 


The Rev. James R. Kaye of Oak Park, for- 
merly pastor of the First Presbyterian church 
in Lincoln, was yesterday found guilty in the 
federal court at Springfield of counterfeiting. 
He was sentenced to two years at hard 
labor in the government penitentiary at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kas. 

Standing before the court, the minister 
made a fruitless plea for clemency. He 
said that in spite of the verdict and the con- 
vincing evidence that had been offered, he 
was not guilty of the charge. 

Less than an hour after sentence had been 
passed by Judge J Otis Humphrey the Rev. 
Mr. Kaye was a common prisoner in the 
Sangamon county jaf 


Case Will Be Appealed. 

The case will be taken to the Court of Ap- 
peals, and a supersedeas has been asked for. 
The prisoner probably will not be taken to the 
penitentiary until his attorneys have had 
ample time in which to have the case re- 
viewed by a higher tribunal. 

When Mr. Kaye stood before the court he 
was friendless and alone. The many per- 
sons who came from Lincoln and other 
towns to hear the evidence deserted him 
when the verdict of guilty was returned 
His son, Cecil Kaye, who has been at his 
home in Oak Park, came to Springfield, and 
occupied a seat within the rail. 

“I desire to ask for a writ of supersedeas, 
said the defendant. 

“I could not grant such a writ,” said Judge 
Humphrey. hen there is no more doubt 
in my mind than in this case. Your counsel 
knows the law on this point, and it is neces- 
sary to take the matter to the Court of Ap- 


peals.“ 
Pastor Denies Guilt. 


„Because the jury found me guilty, it does 
not make me so,” said Mr. Kaye. There 
has been too much done and too much said 
in this matter, and the verdict of gullty is the 
result. Whatever may be the sentence of 
the court, I am glad to say at this time that 
I am not guilty of counterfeiting. I never 
had such an intention, and the molds were 
made for experiments only.“ 

The arrest of Mr. Kaye followed the dis. 
covery of molds and metal in his former 
home at Lincoln. Kaye admitted the prop- 
erty was his, but declared it was used only 
for the purpose of making medals to be 
given to members of his Sunday schoob class 
for good behavior and proficiency in their 
lessons. 

He confessed, however, that he had used 
government coins In his experiments and had 
made molds of them, afterwara casting 
duplicates. These bogus coins, he said, he 
intended to throw back into the pot and 
remelt, but he admitted some of them were 
left where other persons could have gotten 
hold of them. 

Kaye Preaching at Wheaton. 

The Rev. J. A. Kaye has lived in Oak Park 
since September, 1906. With his wife, son, 
and daughter he lives at 302,Wisconsin ave- 
nue. Since making his home there he has 
been occupied in writing for the Home Her- 
ald, a nonsectarian paper, and has preached 
almost every Sunday for the Wheaton Con- 
gregational church. He was not at his home 
last evening, having gone to Springfield for 


the trial. His wife said: 
“TI have heard of the verdict, but know

nothing of the trial. Mr. Kaye hae been

preaching regularly at Wheaton. He 
preached there jast Sunday, and was expect- 
ed to preach there tomorrow. Ha has not 
severed his connection with the nn 
church.“ 

Mr. Kaye has not connected himself with 
the ministerial organisations in Oak Park, 
but has come in contact with some of the 
clergymen. Several of them expressed re- 
gret last night that he had not been able 
to establish his Innocence in court.

HUSBAND SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


Mrs. George Messersmith Swoons When 


Spouse Attempts Suicide and Later 
Hurries to Hospital in Patrol Wagon. 


Faflure to effect a reconciliation with his 
wife, from whom he had been separated a 
month, prompted George Messersmith, 2391 
Clarendon avenue, to attempt suicide last 
night in the woman’s presence, in the rear 
room of a saloon at 2081 Clarendon avenue.

striking tenants, declared that she loved the 
red. flag of socialism better than the flag 
of her country.

She began her &@dress by saying that con- 
ditions in America, as far as the laboring 
classes were concerned, were fully as bad 
as those in Russia today. 

Love for the Red Flag. 

I love the stars and stripes, Mrs. Stokes 
exclaimed. ‘‘I love the American flag, but, 
as much as I love it, I love the red flag bet- 
Indeed, I could not love the stars and 
stripes as much as.I do did I not love the 
grand red flag better.” 

“In many particulars, especially with ref- 
erence to rent, conditions in this country,”’ 
continued Mra. Stokes, are as bad as in 
Russia, and it now lies with the rent striker 
to remedy them. It is not only the landtords 
and lessees that you must fight but the sub- 
lessees, who, in many cases, are in the way of 
rent reductions. 

Prefers Death to High Rent.

“ My . informed me that the four- 
teenth amendment to the federal constitution 
guaranteed that 1 
process of law and that I was entitled to the 
equal protection of the law, and that if the 
Criminal court and the other state courts 
did not give me that the United States Su- 
preme court could review and reverse the 
decisions of the state courts. 

J never asked for a day’s delay in the 
trial of any of the indictments against me, 
and never obtained a day’s delay in the’ 
Criminal court, the Appellate court, or the 
Supreme court of IHinois. I was ready for 
trial on any of the.indictments returned 
against me, at all times from the return of 
the indictments until the case was brought 
to trial. I never sought or obtained any 
delay in the Criminal court, in the Appellate 
court, or in the Supreme court of Illinois. 


Avails Himself of His Rights. 

The constitution of the United States 
and of the state of Illinois give to every man 
charged with an offense the right to take his 
case from the Criminal court to the Appellate 
court and from that to the Supreme court of 
the state, and from the Supreme court of the 
state to the Supreme court of the United 
States, and I have only availed myself of my 
legal and constitutional rights guaranteed to 
Ime by the constitution and laws of the state 
and the nation. 

“ While the entire record in my case was 
before the Supreme court and they had the 
right to enter such judgment as the record 
and the law demanded, I presented in my 
petition for rehearing in the Supreme court 
of Illinois the two rights guaranteed to 
every defendant under the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the United States constitution, due 
process of law and the equal protection 
of the law,’ and insisted that in the Criminal 
court I was not tried by due process of law 
and under the rules and principles of law 
established by the court of last resort in 
Illinois, and that I did not receive the equal 
protection of the laws of Illinois as set forth 
in the statutes of the state and the decisions 
of the Supreme court of Illinois. 

The Supreme court of Illinois denied me 
@ rehearing, notwithstanding the assign- 
ments of error in my petition for rehearing, 
but refused to state in its order denying a 
rehearing that it had passed upon two of 
the questions there presented by my attor- 
neys—namely: that I was not tried by due 
process of law, and that I did not receive 
the equal protection of the law—and refused 
to say specifically that it had overruled my 


-assignment of errors on those two ques- 


tions. The order entered was a general one 
denying the sehearing. 


As to Rebuff in Washington. 

*"Under the federal laws the Supreme court 
of the United States holds that unless the 
federal question are raised in the state 
courts and the decision of the Supreme court 
of the state u against the defendent on the 
federal questions, that the federal Supreme 
court will not take jurisdiction of the case. 

“When my lawyers presented my case a 
few days ago to a justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States that justice re- 
fused to go into the merits of my case as 
shown by the record, because the Supreme 
court of Illinois did not in its order denying a 
rehearing say that it had decided against me 
on the federal questions presented in the rec- 


1 have been charged with appearing to 
be a fugitive from justice. The man making 
the charge knew it was not true and worded 
it so ingeniously that the general publie ; 
would think that I was a fugitive from jus- 
tice, when in fact he knew I was not. I 
never ran away from any prosecution in this 
case or any other or from any obligation 
that I was under, and I will not now. 

“I have not sought anything except what 
I was entitled to and what was guaranteed to 
mé by the constitution and the laws of my 
state andthe nation. I have resorted to noth- 
ing that any honorable man would not do 
under similar circumstances. 

In the opening statement before thd jury 
‘that tried me, the state's attorney said to the 
jury, over the objection and protest of my 
lawyers, and with the approval of the court, 
that that proceeding was a man hunt, and not 
a trial, and it has been a man hunt from that 
time to the present, and net an orderly trial 
under the constitution and the laws of IIIi- 
nois and the United States.” 


Cooke’s Friends Pull Wires. 

While Cooke himself kept under cover 
during the day, his relatives, political part- 
ners, and attorneys were busy pulling the 
wires in the attempt tosave him from prison. 
The plan now is to secure a writ of habeas 
corpus from some judge as soon as Cooke is 
surrendered to the sheriff. 

In a conference in the First National Bank 
building that lasted all the afternoon and 
evening were gathered Elbridge Hanecy, 
Congressman William Lorimer, William J. 
Cooke, who is the convicted politician's 
brother and also vice president of Lorimer’s 
Federal Improvement company, and former 
Representative Gus Nohe, who is one of the 
congressman's political lieutenants. 7 

In another office in the Ashland block were 
Attorneys Donahoe and Hartnett and At- 
torney Patrick H. O’Donnell. 


Confer by Phone and Otherwise. 


Between these two conferences telephone 
messages flew back and forth and private 
secretaries sped with confidential commun 
cations. In Congressman Lorimer’s office 
his private secretary, Ernest Ryan, was busy 
getting into communication with politicians 
whose aid was needed but who did not wish 
to be seen conferring with Cooke's confiden- 
tial representatives. Over at his saloon at 
75 South Clark street John C. Righeimer, 
Cooke's brother-in-law, was in and out on 
‘mysterious missions. 

We are trying to save John, and you can 
bet that no stone will be left unturned.“ said 
Righamer. This saloon represents aH I’ve 
got in this world’s goods. but if the price of it 
could save John, I'd hand over the ap 4 and 
walk out a happy man.” 

The participants in the conférence of politi- 
clans in Mr. Hanecy’s office declined to dis- 
cuss the object of their meeting. but it is 
believed to have related to the choice of a 
judge before whom the application for the 
habeas corpus writ will be made. This is a 
matter of great delicacy, in which political 
considerations are involved. The judge must 
be selected with greap care if even the re- 
motest hope of suce is to be entertained. 

No inkling of which judge is favored came 
out of the gathering, but it was considered 
safe to assume that whoever it is it will be 
one who has little love for the reformers, to 
whom Cooke owes his present plight.

“There is: not enough money in the entire 
world to conduct the business of the United 
States alone on a cash basis, and when con- 
fidence is lost there is serious trouble,”’

Commercial National bank, last night. 


Mr. Roberts spoke at the sixth annual ban- 
quet of the Chicago Stationers’ association, 
at the Auditorium hotel. His topic was 
“The Late Financial Unpleasantness. 5 

„The Banker is the bookkeeper or set- 
ting agent of the world.“ said Mr. Roberts. 
Business ig done on a basis of about % per 
cent credit instruments and 5 per cent.cash. 
It would be a physical impossibility to re- 
verse these percentages, because there is 
not enough money to go around. 

We need a scientific credit system that 
always will be good. The financial distress 
could have oecurred a year ago just as easily 
as last fall. 

“The action of N. Augustus Heinze in se- 
curing control of the Metropolitan bank, 
electing himself president, and naming the 
board of directors, and the bank’s subsequent 
happenings formed the bridge on which the 
trouble. crossed over from, the stock market 
to the banking system. 

“The trouble in a measure was due to 
our inflexible monetary system. Substan- 
tial banks should be allowed to use their good 
assets as 48 basis for obtaining lawful 
money.

After outlining the needs of the city and 
county in the care of its poor patients Dr. 
Billings offered these suggestions for the re- 
lief of the situation: 

Improvement of the conditions at Dunning hospi- 
tal for incurables. 

Passage of a law which will give the eity and 
county author. ies power to quarantine or restrain 
an fnecurable patient so that he will not infect 


others. 

Spread of the dispensary system of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute. 

Establishment by the county of camps for 
curable patients in the country, with a new 
home in the city for incurables. . 

Building of a new state sanitarium. 

Even from a financial point of view this 
is a great problem,” said Dr. Billings. * Dur- 
ing the last eleven months 4,076 persons have 
died in Chicago from this disease. 

‘* Tuberculosis is not inherited. There are 
only twenty or thirty cases of authenticated 
inheritance in medical history. The disease 
is acquired, but often the soil for its growth 
is inherited. 


Many Conceal the Disease. 


“We cannot get at the extent of this dis- 
ease in this country. In Vienna between 60 
and 70 per cent of all the patients in the hoa- 
pital are tuberculous. Many families hide 
the truth from the health reports. It is not 
unfair to say that in Illinois 1,000,000 persons, 
or one-fifth of the population, are suffering 
from tuberculosis in some form or other. 

Now, what is done to care for these peo- 
ple? Six years ago the Dunning institution 
was a charnel house. Now it is as good as 
most public institutions, but only the in- 
curables are taken. there, They are well 
treated. The capacity is 250. On my last 
visit I found 306 patients there. The food is 
clean, but the care is not that which you and 
I would give to our sick. It js institutional. 

“I would change some things if I could. 
President Busse has promised to try to cor- 
rect them. There are two classes out there— 
the bed ridden and those who are able to get 
up in the morning. Those who cannot get up 
are left upstairs and men have to stay in bed 
for they know it means their last look upon 
life when they take to their bed In the cham- 
bers above. It is sentimental, of course, but 
it is there. Fifty per cent of the hospital 
population died last year. 

The county hospital has twenty-five beds, 
There are fifty-eight beds in the Home for 
Incurables kept by the kindness of the late 
Otto Young. That makes 350 beds for 10,000 
sick.’ This is the hopeless side of the situa- 
tion. Each one of these cases is a menace. 
I don’t think they should be treated as 
lepers, but I would have a law giving the 
authorities the power to restrain these 
patients from going home when caprice 
moves them or they get tired of the insti- 
tution. 


More Dispensaries ‘Needed. 

„Much good is done by the dispensaries 
in various parts of town for the relief of those 
patients who are able to walk out. They 
must be extended to the stockyards, to the 
steel workers of South Chicago, and to the 
clerks and employés in your downtown 
buildings. 

„In addition to that there must be sana- 
toria established by the county. There isa 
place at Naperville now where twenty-six 
free beds are kept up by the endowment of 
Mrs. Keith Spalding. We need more places 
in the country and they must not be palaces 
of marble or brick. They must be tents or 
open shacks, with a proper administration 
building. The county has bought land for a 


new poorhouge, and while this is not the 


place for the incurables the space can be 
used for such a colony, and I think the com- 
missioners see the need of it. The incurables 
‘should be kept in the city, where they can 
die in peace. 

“One of the best signs of progress in this 
city is the fact that when Mayor Busse was. 
elected he asked the physicians of Chicago 
to name his health commissioner. And they 
did it. 

Now you gentlemen can help raise the 
funds necessary to carry some of thesé 
projects out. We need $10,000 a year for 
new nurses, $4,000 for incidentals, and $9,000 
for an office building. It will care for as 
many patients as there are thousands.”’ 


Health Commissioner Speaks. 


Health Commissioner Evans sald in part: 

“The city health department is inferior 
in some ways to the departments of other 
cities and better in other ways. The net 
result is that the tribute yearly paid by this 
city to death is less than that paid by any 
other city of like population in this or any 
other country. 

“And this is done at small cost to the tax- 
paver. 
$87,000 of being self-sustaining. Out of the 
general tax funds of the city the health de- 
partmént spent a little over one cent for 
each citizen.

In Chicago last year,” Dr. Favill ool 
on, there were 3,477 deaths from tuber- 
culosis. Assuming the value of an individ- 
ual life to. the community to be $1,500, which 
is the economist’s assumption, these 3,477 
persons are worth to Chicago $5,215,000. The 
expense of carrying them through their sick- 
ness on a 270 days’ average was $675 apiece, 
including loss of service during that period. 
It makes the expense account $2,355,000, a 
total estimated loss in one year to this com- 
munity of $7,465,000. 

Something must be done about it. The 
workers in this field know no discourage- 
ment. They have seen three things—that 
the dangerous advanced consumptive can be 
made not dangerous, but his life cannot be 
saved; that the early consumptive, very 
early, can in a great preponderance of cases 
be saved, and that the members of the com- 
munity particularly exposed to danger can 
be effectively protected.” 


Importance of Isolation. 


Dr. Hektoen spoke particularly on the im- 
portance of isolation. 

At the present time,“ he said, the com- 
mon, all important source of the microbes 
that cause the most important infectious dis- 
eases is the sick or recently sick man or ani- 
mal from which the microbe either by direct 
er indirect transfer may pass to other indi- 
viduals and start new infections. Hence the 
necessity of complete, rigorous isolation of 
patients suffering with such eminently con- 
tagious diseases as smallpox, scarlet fever, 
or diphtheria. 

We know that in talking, coughing, and 
sneezing numerous germ laden bubbles of 
mitcous and saliva pass out into the alr where 
they may float for a time. The distance to 
which these may pass depende on the force 
with which they are expelled, the nature of 
the air currents, and the size and weight of 
the droplets. 


/ Danger in Street Cars. 


So you will at once understand why men 
should stop spitting on floors and sidewalks, 
why we should always cough in our handker- 
chiefs, why street cars and railway trains 
should not be crowded if there were nootHer 
reasons against crowding, why schoolrooms 
and the like should be kept scrupulously 
clean and airy, why dry dusting’ is crimi- 
nal, why our food stuffs should be prepared 
by healthy, clean persons working in clean 
places, etc. 

“The wise, intelligent, practical applica- 
tion of our present knowledge of the origin 
and spread of infectious diseases is of such 
self-preservative importance, socially and 
economically, that we must strengthen as 
best we can the agencies especially charged 
with the public health, and the problems still 
pressing for solution in this field are somany 
and so vital as to invite support for their 
study from private as well as public sources.”’

My critics refer to 
poverty in the home and to sweat shop con- 
ditions as the reason for the faflure of the 
child. What I blame is the drunken father,

Thaw's life from the time of his bitth will 
be sketched by Mr. Littletén in a manner 
whioh the jury will have ne trouble in under- 
standing. Mr. Littleton will tell the jury 
that a few months before the birth of Thaw 
his e accidentally smothered another 
child in bed, and that it had such an effect 
on her that she was nervous and irrational, 
and that for some time after Thaw’s birth he 
had convulsions.

Everything Ready for Monday. 

Everything is ready for the trial on Mon- 
day. One of the first witnesses will be James 
Clinch Smith, Stanford White’s brother-in- 
law, who was an effective witnese for the 
prosecution in the first trial. Mr. Smith's 
story was not heard at the first trial on the 
direct case because he was in Europe at the 
time. 

Mr. Smith was on the roof garden the night 
White was killed and talked with Thaw 
about gigs, traveling, stock deals, and other 
things before the shooting. After the shoot- 
ing he walked over to White's body, but did 
not recognize it, the face was se blackened. 

It is expected that Mr. Littleton will devote 
considerable time to the créss-examination 
of Mr. Smith. No doubt Mr. Littleton will 
examine other witnesses for the prosecution 
at greater length than Michael Delphin Del- 
mas did, so while Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan may not take much longer in his 
opening address to the jury, the examination 
of witnesses probably will take up all day. 

Abe Hummel, who was a witness at the 
first trial, will be brought over from the pen- 
itentiary on Blackwell's Island some day 
next week. He will be called as a witness for 
the prosecution on rebuttal. The witnesses 
for the prosecution will be about the same— 
policemen, firemen, and others who were on 
the roof garden the night of the killing. 


Defense Will Take a Month. 

Mr. Littleton believes the defense will take 
about a month. He will produce witnesses 
from Europe who will try to get in effidavits 
bearing on Thaw’s mental condition.

tion of its depositors. This reserve varies 
from 15 to 25 per cent of the total deposits. 
It never under apy circumstances would 
prevent insolvency. It never will save a 
bank in time of a run or during a panic, It 
merely is a margin saving which the bank is 
required to respect, the theory being that in 
ordinary times the cash reserve of from 15 
to 25 per cent will pay all demands likely to 
be made at any one time by depositors. 

There is no particular reason, apparently, 
why a note issue should not be equally well 
protected by a reserve. In fact, it ig not as 
likely to be presented for redemption as a 
deposit account, because the note strays far 
afield and it is not always easy. for a retail 
dealer to present it for actual redemption. 
He may deposit it in his own bank, only to 
have its’place taken by another note. 

There is some question whether our reserve 
againgt deposits is not too small. The Bank 
of England, Bank of France, and the Im- 
perial Bank of Germany hold enormous re- 
serves of gold coin, which are destined to 
protect both ‘deposits and note 
In fact banks on the continent have a much 
larger debt in the way ot circulation than 
in the form or deposits. 


Should Use Bank’s Credit. 

It is quite possible that we have allowed 
the idea of government guarantee of currency 
to be carried much too far. That is to say, 
im our system we don’t utilize the credit of 
the banks enough. Passing by gold and sil- 
ver certificates which merely are certificates 
of deposit, it is found that the United States 
itself has out several hundred million dollars 
of unadulterated flat currency. This has 
behind it. of coursé, the credit of the nation 
and the general taxing power of the federal 
government. 

Then there is the national bank circulation 
Which now far exceeds the note issue of the 
federal government. This in reality is noth- 


because it is backed up by federal bonds 
which are worth more than the total amount 
of circulation. 

It will be seen therefore that all our eur- 
rency now is based on the credit of the United 
States, and the enormous resources of the 
bank themselves are not utilized at all. The 
Aldrich bill proposes to take a step in this 
direction. That is to say, it proposes to 
create a currency based on a fractional part 
of the resources of the national banks. It is 
good in its way, but it entirely ignores the 
legitimate collateral of every bank, which 
is commercial paper representing the bust 
ness life of the community in which the bank 
is located. 


Step in Right Direction. 

We at last are departing from the idea that 
all our currency must be based on the credit 
of the United States. As I have said, it is a 
step in the right direction, but possibly the 
step is by no means long enough. 

It may be that there are some good things 
in the Fowler bill and some half truths in 
the Aldrich bill. It is too much to assume 
that something cannot be taken from both 
measures and put together to secure an ideal 
emergency circulation. 

For instance, circulation secured by ap- 
proved state, municipal, and high'class rall- 
Wad bonds is so well protected that it safe- 
ly could stay out as long as it was. needed 
during ordinary times. It might do to tax 
that kind of circulation at the rate of 3 per 
cent and then provide for a circulation taxed 
6 per cent based on the uncovered assets of 
the bank. 

This scheme would take the best features 
from both the Aldrich and Fowler bills. It 
would utilize recognized securities and the 
banks would use them as a basis of circula~- 
tion first. It also would utilize commercial 
paper and general uncovered assets, but the 
tax on this kind of circulation would be 
such as to drive it out of existence, except 
during times of stress.

The big wholesale and mall order houses 
of Chicago will have their freight bills in- 


creased by thousands of dollars if the plans 


now being considered by the railroads are 
adopted. It has been proposed to ‘charge 
such shippers for a service which heretofore 
has been rendered free, and-the chief traffic 
officials of practically all the stronger lines 
have indorsed it. 

It is probable that if given a chance the 
shippers will oppose the action and they will 
be backed by the city administration, be- 
cause if the change is made teaming in the 
downtown district would be vastly increased. 

Under the present system the big shippers, 
having large amounts of package freight, 
load all destined for points on any one line 
in a car of that road. This car is then 
switched to the railroad warehouse and the 
contents distributed for forwarding to the 
consignees. No charge is made for the serv- 
ice if the freight is handled by the road on 
which the originating industry is located. 
If.destined for some other road the regular 
switching rate is charged by the initial line 
for handling the car to the tracks of the for- 
warding carrier. 

‘Proposed to Charge for Service. 

It is now proposed to charge a rate of 8 
cents a 100 pounds for distributing the freight 
in the warehouses: (While this appears to 
be a small charge it means 60\cents a ton, 


} which on a 50 ton car figures up to §30, and 


since there are several Chicago industries 
shipping as high as twenty cars a day the ad- 
ditional daily expense to such would be $600. 

In defense of the proposal the railroad 
officials claim they have been instructed by 
the interstate commerce commission to get 
all their business down to a paying basis. 
The practice grew up under competitive con- 
ditions which no longer exist. 

Another line of argument is that 8 cents a 
100 pounds is the approximate cost of team- 
ing, and that since the larger shippers ad- 


vantageously located on a railroad have been 


getting this service for nothing it is unfair 
to the small concern which hauls its freight 
to the warehouses. In reply to this the ship- 
pers claim the advantageous or disadvan- 
tageous location ofan industry is something 
that does not concern the railroads. 


“This is not in the same class with a re- 


bate which the raflroads are prohibited from 
glving.“ said one shippers. It has been 
granted to all companies handling large 
amounts of packing freight which were simi- 
larly located. It stands to reason that the 
firm which goes out of the congested district 
and builds a modern, up to date plant should 
have an advantage over the smaller concern 
in the disposition of its freight. The city goy- 
ernment and various civic bodies for years 
have been fighting the congestion in the 
downtown streets, but if this thing goes 
through the present condition. will be in- 


creased immeasurably.’’ 


Asbestos Sheets for Sleeping Cars. 

The passenger department of the Milwau- 
kee road claims to have found a means to 
minimize the. discomforts to sleeping car 
patrons from overheated pipes beneath the 
berths. Asbestos sheets, an eighth of an 
inch thick, are placed between the cushions 
and the mattresses when the berths are 
‘made up. This is said to prevent the passen- 
gers from alternately freezing and roasting. 
The scheme has proven successful and is to 
be adopted on all the limited trains operat- 
ing over the Milwaukee.

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PAY HEALTH FOR HIGH HONOR 


British Premiers All Suffer from 
Strain of Hard Work. 


THEIR DUTY NEVER ENDS. 


Task of President Held Light in Com- 
' parison with It. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. |] 
LONDON, Jan. 2.—Broken health is the 
price almost invariably paid for the highest 
office under the crown in England—that of 
prime minister. Truly it may be described 
as a killing job. Attention has been called 
once again to the tremendous strain it places 
on the vitality of its incumbent by the recent 
breakdown of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, which was solely due to overwork. 

There probably is no position, public or 
private. in the world which makes so many 
demands on the time and energy of its holder. 
Americans are accustomed to the statement 
that the president of the United States is 
the hardest worked man in the country, and 
no doubt he is, but the president of the 
United States lea@s a life of luxurious ease 
compared with that of the prime minister of 
the British empire. 

Try to imagine the duties of the presi- 
dent, the leader of the house of repre- 
sentatives, and the chairman of the nation- 
‘al committee rolled into one, and add to 
that personal responsibility for all the 
machinery of government. including every 
department looked after in America by 
a member of the cabinet, who also is 
independent; add to these duties the ever 
present necessity of watching the political 
temper of parliament, on which the premier’s 
tenure of office depends, and the crudgery 
of addressing numberless great meetings and 
traveling from one end of the kingdom to an- 
other when parliament is not sitting, and 
you may have some idea of the burden of 
the British prime minister. 

Must Attend the King. 


In addition to all this he may be summoned 
at any moment to attend the king, and that 
is a summons that must not be disobeyed. 
He has to attend the king’s privy councils 
and he must be in evidence when the king 
entertains foreign royalties or other guests 
of political importance. 

The prime minister must be almost as 
accessible as the president of the United 
States. Day after day he must receive depu- 
tations from all sorts of public and commer- 
ciql bodies interested in legislation or ad- 
ministrative policy and he literally dare not 
refuse to see them. . 

On the day on which Sir Henry collapsed 
he hurried up from Windsor castle, where 
he had been in attendance on the 
king and his guest, the German em- 
peror, to receive a deputation of brew- 
ers and others interested in the, new 
liquer legislation which is promised for the 
next session of parliament. From his offi- 
cial residence at 10 Downing street, where 
he received the deputation, he drove to the 
Guildhall, in the old city of London, and 
was present at the city corporation’s lunch 
in honor of the kaiser, and from the Guild- 
hall he drove straight to the railway sta- 
tion and traveled more than 200 miles into 
Wales, where he was to deliver an important 
political speech that night. 


Only One of Many Victims. 

Sir Henry is only the last of a long line ef 
premiers who have sacrificed their health for 
the public service. His immediate predeces- 
sor, Mr. Balfour, was {ll more than once dur- 
ing his term of office, and immediately after 
his leaving it he was compelled to take a song 
rest cure. 

Lord Salisbury, who preceded Balfour in 
the premiership, was a man of extraor- 
dinary constitution, but even he confessed 
that the only way in which he kept 
himself fit for his duties was dy hav- 
ing a hobby. His hobby was chemistry. 
Lord Salisbury, however, did not last long 
after his retirement from public life, and his 
life was undoubtedly shortened many years 
by the enormous labors of the premiersh{p. 


Mrs. Gladstone’s Faithfulness. 

Probably one of the most remarkable work- 
ers who ever held this great office was Mr. 
Gladstone. In appearance he was almost 
frail, and it is well known that his health 
was never robust. It is also now common 
knowledge that he owed his power to con- 
tinue working as he did to the devoted care 
of his wife, who, indeed, combined the cares 
and duties of a wife. a nurse, and a mother. 

Another prime minister who suffered from 
the strain of the of was Lord Palmerston, 
whose prodigious energy is the subject of 


special remark by all his contemporary bi- 


ographers. It is said that Palmerston made 
it a practice to work ten hours a day at the 
foreign office in addition to attending to his 
legislative duties. He had a desk con- 
structed at the foreign office at which he 
used to stand, because, he said, if he fell 
asleep the fall would wake him. 

William Pitt, the first earl of Chatham, 
was perhaps the only case of a premier who 
was actually killed by his work when in 
harness. He was suffering from a serious 
breakdown when a parllamentary crisis 
arose, and against the advice and entreaties 
of his physicians he insisted on going to the 
house. When there he was seized with the 


attack which’ terminated in his death.

Former Viceroy Would Re-enter Public 
Life Through Ireland’s Back Door. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDE.] 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—As the date of voting 
among the Irish peers to fill the vacancy in 
the house of lords caused by the death of 
Lord Kilmaine draws near, speculation as to 
whether Lord Curzon will be successful in 
reéntering public life through this medium 
Crows more interesting, and the friends of the 
ex-viceroy of India are increasing their 
efforts in his behalf. 

At the same time the opposition to Lord Cur- 
zon is growing more and more pronounced. 
In Ireland where the controversy as to 
the propriety of granting to him the benefit 
of one of the Emerald Isle’s rare opportunt- 
ties in returning a representative peer has en- 
gendered much bitterness and a great deal 
of excitement. 

Thus it happens that the efforts of Lord 
Curzon's adherents in Ireland have indi- 
rectly brought forth the largest number of 
arguments against him which are being 
eagerly seized upon for campaign purposes 
by the rival candidates, who include Lords 
Farnham and Ashtown. 


Opposition in Dublin. 


Opposition to Lord Curzon has grown strong 
in Dublin and other political centers of Ire- 
land, but he has formally declared he does 
not intend to withdraw. In view of the state- 
ment that the combined efforts of his rivals 
have been successful in obtaining only a bare 
majority at the best, hie announced deter- 
minaion to succeed or fail to reénter public 
life through what is termed “ Ireland’s back 
door is readily understood. 

Lord Curzon is now being designated in Ire- 
land as the Englishman who has nothing to 
do with Ireland and who looks for your votes 
merely as a means of carying on his own 
political career,“ although no efforts are be- 
ing made to disparage his great attainments 
and ability as a statesman. Steps are also 
being taken in Ireland to learn Lord Curzon's 
views on those poitical questions of the day 
on which he so far has been silent. The 
unionist party is still divided on the subject 
of tariff reform and some of those invited to 
vote for him declare they want a formal 
declaration of his position and opinions on 
the matter. 


An Irish Leader’s Attitude. 

One of the Irish leaders summed up his 
attitude in reference to Lord Curzon in 
Dublin the other day as follows: 

Lord Curzon is not Irish; he owns no 
interest or stock in Ireland, and, as Sir 
Charles Dilke used to say to his friends, 
never interested himself in Irish affairs, be- 
cause no credit was to be had from them. 
Why should Lord Curzon be voted into a seat 
in the house of lords fon a purpose quite 
foreign to those for which the privilege is 
preserved for Irish representative peers? In 


addition to this, Lord Curzon will, at no dis- 


tant day, inherit his father’s seat in the 
house of lords, which possession will not 
remedy the fact that the Irish seat he may 
obtain will be denied to Irishmen while he 
lives.” 

Thus the fight will go merrily on until 
Jan. 20, when the result will be known. 
Meantime Lord Curzon’s friends are predict- 
ing that he will be succcessful. 


JAP LINE IN TRAFFIC TREATY. 


Nippon Yusen Kaisha Gives Up Its 
Indo-Chinese Trade in Favor of 
North German Lloyd. 


BERLIN, Jan. 11—The North German 
Lloyd Steamship company and the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha (Japanese Steamship com- 
pany) have entered into an agreement where- 
by the Japanese company gives up its Indo- 
Chinese trade in favor of the North German 
Lioyd. 

The rate war between these two companies 
is thus atan end. It hae lasted for a period 
of eighteen months, and as a result the Indo- 
Chinese trade was placed upon a low level. 

The announcement fits in with the agree- 
ment between the North German Lloyd and 
the Hamburg-American to work in unison 
in the matter of the North American and 
Bast Asiatic shipping of the two lines. 


WATER PROBLEMS OF. LONDON.

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AMERICAN WOMENREFORMERS 


Try to Introduce New Methods in 
English Village Schools. 


KINDERGARTEN IS REFUSED.

Mrs. Martin, Sister of Tennessee Claf- 
lin, Finds Prejudices to Overcome. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] | 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—Two American wom- 
en started a campaign of reformation of the 
educational method in English Village 
echools and at the outset have met the 
prejudices and ignorance of the village dog- 
berrys who control these centers of learning. 
The reformers are Mrs. Victoria Woodhull 
Martin, who, with her sister, Tennessee 
Claflin, now Lady Cook, paved the way in 
America forty years ago for the present 
woman's rights movement, and her daugh- 
ter, Mise Zula Maud Woodhull 

Mrs. Martin is the owner of a beautiful es- 
tate which she inherited from her husband, 
the late John Biddulph Martin, at Bredons 
Norton, Worcestershire. On the estate she 
had built a village school some years ago 
and turned it over to the county educational 
authorities, who ran the old fashioned way 
of teaching children, reading, writing, and 
counting, and declaring this was all they 
needed. 

Offered a Kindergarten. 

After the various efforts to improve the 
standard of teaching Mrs. Martin and Miss 
Woodhull made an offer to the county edu- 
cation committee that if they would intro- 
duce the Froebel kindergarten system they 
would defray all the extra expense for teach- 
ers and equipment, The reply to this offer 
was that the education committee knew 
nothing about the kindergarten method, 
did not know any teacher called Froebel. 
and declined to take any step in the dark. 
The American ladies tried to explain they 
didn't suggest the engagement of Froebel, 
who had been dead some time, and that the 
kindergarten system which he originated 
had been adopted by educators in every civ- 
llized country. To this the reply was that 
the education committee could not be re- 
sponsible for the unknown system, and that 
if Mrs. Martin and Miss Woodhull wished 
to change the system they must make them 
selves responsible for the consequences. 
This meant that the school was thrown back 
on their hands, and the public grant for 
teachers’ salaries was withdrawn. A few 
days ago two new coachers, trained under 
kindergarten methods at the expense of 
$1,200 to Mrs. Martin and Miss Woodhull, 
were installed. They have already begun 
the preparation of plans for the alteration 
and extension of the school which will cost 


$6,000. 
Old Schools Are Deserted. 

They have installed a motor omnibus which 
visits five villages in the vicinity of Bren- 
dons Norton every morning and collects all 
the children who wish to attend the new 
school and brings them back at night. Al- 
ready schools under the control of the educa- 
tion committee in these five villages are be- 
ing deserted and the original attendance in 
the Americans’ school is more than doubled 

Mra. Martin and Miss Woodhull are now 
seeking the codUperation of other wealthy 
people in the county to extend their system 
throughout the area under the control of the 
educational committee that never heard of 
the kindergarten, and arrangements have 
also been made to have the question of the 
withdrawal of the grant from the Bredons 
Norton school, raised in parliament at the 
coming session. 


NEW DISEASE IN BRITISH NAVY. 


Modern Submarine Work Causes Pecul- 
lar Ailment—Aside from This Eng- 
Ush Tars Are Healthy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—The official report of 
the British navy states that not since 1896 
has the health of officers and sailors been 
go satisfactory. The modern growth of 
engineering and submarine work has brought 
into existence a new ailment, named “‘cais- 
son disease. It.is pointed out that those 
specially Hable are stout men and men over 
40. Nearly all the divers continuing to work 
with immunity were thin. The danger is 
diminished by bringing the divers to the 
surface slowly. 


SAYS KAISER JS IMPROVING. 


Darmstaedter Zeitung Publishes Letter 
from Berlin Denying Story of 
Emperor’s Ill Health.

16 DIE IN A THEATER PANIC 


Rush for Seats in British Play- 
house Ends in Tragedy. 


CHILDREN CHIEF SUFFERERS 


Scores Trampled On, and Bodies of 
Victims Block Stairway. 


| BARNSLEY, England. Jan. 11/;—Sixteen 
children were tramped to death and forty 
others, several of whom cannot live, were 
injured in a mad rush for better seats at an 
entertainment given in Harvey inetitute here 
this afternoon. ‘ 

There was a great crush to secure admit- 
tance to the entertainment, and when th⸗ 
show opened every seat was taken and the 
gallery was literally packed with children 
who filled the aisles and were dangerously 
massed against the lower railing 

With a view to relieving this crowding in 
the gallery, the attendants decided to trans- 
fer some of the children to the body of the 
house. One of the ushers called out: 

“Some of you children come downstairs.”’ 


Hundreds Trampled On. 

Immediately the rush started, and within a 
few seconds hundreds of children were being 
trampled under foot. Even those who hed 
seats im the gallery—doubtless being panic- 
stricken by the screams and struggles of the 
crowds fighting to redch the staircases— 
joined in the stampede. 

The scene was a terrible one, thecries of the 
injured and moans of the dying caysing the 
greatest excitement among those gathered 
in the body of the hall. 

Police and ushers rushed to the head of the 
staircases, which were literally strewn with/ 
dead and dying, and by the most desperate 
efforts managed to drag scores of the strug- 
gling children to the corridors below. 

It was with the greatest difficulty that a 
panic among the children in the lower part 
of the house was averted, all of these eventu- 
ally being taken to the street in safety. 


Victims’ Bodies Block Stairs. 
When the reserve police arrived they found 


bodies which were crushed, in some cases, 
almost beyond recognition. Scores of chil- 
dren were forced by the pressure from the 
crowd behind them to scramble over those 
that had fallen, whether living or dead, and 
many of the injured children were found 
later to be suffering from fractured bones and 
severe lacerations. 

The tragedy today recalls the disaster in 
Victoria hall Sunderland, June 16, 1888. In 
that stampede 186 children were crushed to 


death while rushing down from the gallery to 


obtain toys given away by a conjuror named 
Fay at the close of his performance. 


PARIS BANKER TO BRING SUIT 
AGAINST NEW YORK BROKERS. 


Declares That Members of the Gothar 
Stock Exchange Unloaded Worthless 
Securities Upon Him. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Jan. 11.—On the charge that they 
fraudulently sold him certain American se- 
curities through misrepresentation, a well 
known French banker has just taken steps 
to institute a suit In the New York courts 
against a prominent brokerage firm, mem- 
bers of the New York stock ech. ge. All 
the papers have been sent to New York, 
where they will be filed immediately upon 
arrival. 

The case will be watchéd with the utmost 
interest from Paris, and if the sult proves 
suqcessful probably it will lead to other litt- 
gation of the same nature. Donald Harper, 
the American lawyer, who was instrumental 
in placing two large railroad loans in Paris, 
has charge of the case for the banker. 

Mr. Harper sald: ‘“‘As you know, Amer- 
ican financiers have been trying for a long 
time to place their securities with the French 
public. France is just beginning to consider 
auch issues favorably. The Pennsylvania 
secured $50,000,000 here, and the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford placed $28;000,000. 
Such disputes as that represented in the 
present case are particularly unfortunate. 
My client charges that the brokerage firm 
against whom the suit is brought delivered 
him worthless securities under misrepre- 
sentation. 

“If the New York stock exchange regu- 
lations prevented members from selling un- 
listed securities I believe such disputes 
would be prevented. Here in France mem- 
bers of the bourse are government officials, 
rigidly Mmited as to the securities dealt in. 
Naturally French investors are ignorant of 
the fact that regular New York brokers can 
sell anything.

GERMANY SHOWS ALARM 
AT IMPLEMENT IMPORTS. 


Manufacturers of Agricultural Machin- 
ery Plan Specialization to Meet the 


American Success in Their Country. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—German agricultural 
machinery manufacturers, stirred by the ever 
increasing importing from the United States, 
are awakening to the necessity of specializ- 
ing their output if they wish successfully to 
meet the foreign. competition. Official sta- 
tistics show that during the last year agri- 
cultural machinery to the value of $5,720.260 
was imported into the empire, Of this total 
more than $2,500,000 worth came from the 
United States. Exports of German made 
agricultural machinery during the same 
period amounted only to $2,700,000 to all 
countries. One of the leading manufacturers 
bemoaned this condition. He pointed out that 
in spite of cheaper raw material and lower 
wages, and lighter freight rates, German 
exports are going backward. The cause of 
the Americans’ success, be said, is, no doubt, 
due to the organization of special factories, 
dealing solely in one class of machines, 
whereas in Germany the machine factories 
in nearly all cases endeavored to construct 
implements of all kinds. 

“T am convinced that with specialization 
we can successfully compete with American 
manufacturers. We shall have to go slowly. 
although the outlook is favorable to our in- 
dustry. The finascial conditions are so un-

JAPAN CHANGES FRONT.

TOKIO, Jan. 11.—The Japan Mall has a 
significant editorial today, commenting upon 
the protest of ti chamber of commerce and 
the leading bankers against increased taxa- 
tion, as these are the men who, hitherto, have 
been loyal supporters of the government poli- 
cies. 

The Mail quotes Baron Shtbusawa and 
Baron Sonoda, prominent bankers, to the ef- 
fect that Japan is spending more than it 
can afford on armaments and unproductive 
work. They say that it daily is becoming 
plainer that a large influential party is grow- 
ing.up with a platform of reduced taxes and 
armaments, and that although the present 
program of expansion is to extend-to 1911 
only, the new party demands immediate re- 
lief. ’ 

The leading Tokfo dailies during the week 
have all been studying the cause of the re- 
markable change in the attitude of the west- 
ern peoples toward Japan.

Takahira Ridicules War Talk. 
ROME, Jan. 11.—Baron Takahira, the 
Japanese minister to Italy, has received offi- 
cial notification from Tokio of his appoint- 
ment as ambassador to the United States. 
Speaking of the appointment tonight, he said: 
While I am not insensible of the respon- 


sibilities involved in my mission, owing to the 


growing importance of the relations between

Question So Serious It Will Not

Courts in Pretoria and Johannesburg yester- 
day imposed two sentences of three months’ 
imprisonment on several prominent natives 
of India who refused to furnish finger prints 
of other means of idéntification as a con- 
dition of remaining in the colony. 
Thousands of Indians Protest. 
Thousands of Indians in both cities held 
Massmeetings and processions and protested 
against the laws applicable only tocrimirals 
or slaves. They adopted resolutions saying;

HAS BARED A BITTER FEUD. 


Brother of Murdered Man Accused of 
Seeking Vengeance.

FRENCH CRITICS OF U. S. NAVY 
ARE SILENCED BY DIPLOMAT. 


Newspapers Explain That Most of Ad- 
‘verse Comment on Sea Fighters Was 
Based on McClure’s Magazine. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Jan. 11.—The universal esteem in 
which the French ambassador at Washing- 
ton is held by his own countrymen was 
strikingly shown this week when, in a sin- 
gie day, the tone of the entire Paris press 
underwent a complete change in regard to 
the American-Japanese relations and the 
warlike motive given to the dispatch of the 
American fleet to the Pacific. 

Although public opinion in France un- 
doubtedly is extremely friendly to Amer- 
ica, the newspapers of Paris for weeks con- 
tained much that was not flattering with 
regard to the American navy. 

Ambassador Jusserand this week permit- 
ted it to be known that such comments 
were creating false impressions in the United 
States and were disagreeable to him per- 
sonally. 

By the devious channels known to diplo- 
macy the ambasgador’s protest reached the 
offices of various editors. On the morning 
after it was received every paper in Paris 
published articles with regard to Franco- 
American relations in which it was inet 
dentally declared that a conflict between 
the United States and Japan was most un- 
likely. 

In connection with this it may be stated 
that most of the criticism of the American 
navy that appeared in the French papers 
was inspired by an article recently pub- 
lished in McClure’s Magazine, advance 
proofs of which were received here for ed- 
itorial digest long before it was made pub- 
lic. 
The American editor of one of the most 
influential papers in France, in discussing 
the situation, said: 

** Public opinion in France never was more 
friendly toward America than at present. 
The French press discussed the respective 
strength of the two countries from a merely 
academic point of view. The sentiment 
now is and always has been distinctly favor- 
able to America. War with Japan would 
not change this opinion, but, in the opinion 
of those whose judgment is worth anything 
such a war never will take place.“

In Brussels he rescued a wealthy Wanda 
from @ gang of ruſlans and escorted him to 
his hotel, “picking his pocket of $10,000 en 
route, A short visit to Monte Carlo as a duke 
netted him 200,000 crowns out of a rich Hun- 
garian widow. 

After another sentence for a hotel robbery 
in Nice he visited Italy and met the Countess 
Angelica von Konigsbruck, a member of one 
of the most distinguished Saxon families, 
and, posing as a wealthy Roumanian land- 
owner, he married her in Genoa in 1898. The 
ceremony was performed before a fashion- 
able gathering by the archbishop of Genoa. 
The bride’s large dowry was exhausted on 
the honeymoon and a child was born in 
Switzerland. 

After a duel with the brother of another 
woman Manolescu went to America, then 
returned to Paris as the prince of Laho- 
vary with the proceeds of a jewel robbery 
in Philadelphia. 

Subsequently in Berlin he proposed to an 
American woman and ransacked the hotel 
bedrooms on the spot when her relatives 
demanded financial guarantees. 


Was Writing His Memoirs. 

He was arrested for this robbery at Genoa 
and was tried in Berlin. He shammed in- 
sanity, deceived the experts and was sent to 
an asylum. He escaped after binding and 
gagging a warder. After visiting the Klon- 
dike he returned to Italy and married a rich 
French woman. He settled down to write his 
memoirs. He was suffering as he wrote from 
an incurable disease, and only regretted that 
he had to leave his angel of a wife and two 
pearls of children.”

SENSATIONAL TRIALS DRAW 
LONDON WOMEN TO COURTS. 


Magistrate Plowden Censured for Per- 
mitting a Fashionable Crowd of Fe- 
males to Hear Druce Testimony.

LONDON, Jan. 11.—One of the outstanding 
features of the proceedings in Magistrate 
Plowden’s court in the Druce case was the 
crowd of fashionable women admitted by 
ticket who crowded the bench and the body 
of the court, giving isan appearance of Miss 
Plowden’s at home day. -A similar state of 
things was noticeable at the recent trial of a- 
man named Wood for the murder of a woman 
of the lowest type.

The following passage exemplifies the criti- 
cism generally expressed over this feature of 
both cases: “ Possibly Magistrate Plowden 
may have been a victim of his friends, for 
society women when they have an object in 
vieW will bully, cajole, and exploit their 
status. They experiment with other peo- 
ple’s snobbishness with an effrontery their 
humbler sisters cannot acquire nor imitate. 
He has set a bad example at a time when the 
appearance of women in public is not tend- 
ing to the best decorum. Rarely, a few years 
ago, a woman might take 4 seat near a judge 
or Magistrate, but it was done quietly with- 
out any flaunting. Now apparently crowds of 
women with leisure are keeping their eye on 
the courts for anything as sensational asthe 
Wood and Druce cases. They have discov- 
ered a new means of excitement and new op- 
portunities for display. If the women were 
really interested in the ordinary work of the 
magistrate’s court it would be a sign of seri- 
ousness. No more serious or important work 
is done by any class of the judiciary than by 
the police magistrates, but as levity, frivolity, 
and craving for sensationalism are the only 
motives for thelr appearance in the courts, 
even when they are suffragettes, the less 
women are encouraged by judges and magis- 
trates the better it wil for public decency 
and the dignity of courts.“

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AS POOR MAN’S TRIBUNAL? 


Judge Lantry Says in This One Respect 
It Has Fallen Short of Expectations 
of the Framers of the Law. 


The Municipal court, though successful! in 
most things, has failed to realize the expec- 
tations of the framers of the act with respect 
to becoming,a poor man’s court” in the 
opinion of Municipal Judge Thomas B. Lan- 
try. Judge Lantry spoke before the Irish 
Fellowship club at its weekly luncheon yes: 
terday at Vogelsang’s resturant. 

“It was promised that the Municpa) court 
would become the poor man's court,”’ said he. 
“I don't believe the court has realized the 
expectations in this respect. 

“It has been shown that it is extremely 
unsafe to come into the Municipal court with- 
out a lawyer. The reason for thie is that non? 
of the judges could spare the time necessary 
to go into cases brought before the court 
without counsel. 

“Mr. Gilbert had a scheme for a bureau 
where advice could be given free to persons 
unable to pay lawyers’ fees. 1 understand 
aleo that criticism was voiced in certain 
quarters because an amendment to the act 
creating such a bureau was not proposed at 
the time the last amendments were adopted 
by the legislature. 

“There is, however, one serious objection 
to such an adjunct. Ptople would become 
suspicious that a lawyer serving tne court 
in this capacity would have more influence 
with the judges and the court than those 
outside, These ‘free cases’ probably also 
would receive more consideration than they 
deserved.”

The real estate continues to be 
siow, and the general n la that no 
marked improvements ig to be expected 
probably for six wee or two months. 
The market always is slow at this sea- 
pon of the Year, however, so thet there is 
nothing particularly discouraging in the 
slack business, deapite the tendency among 
brokers here and there to conditions 
as bad and unpromising, and/as the result 
of the present financial trouble and business 
contraction. 
It is recognized generaliy, 8 that 
a period of more or less dullness is inevitable 
pen the readjustment of the disturbed 
financial and general business conditions re- 
sulting from the financial] panio of last fall. 
Nothing else possibly could be expected, and, 
until confidence is restored and easier rnone- 
tary conditions obtain, business is going to 
be slow in real estate as in other lines of 
business, But that there is to be any pro- 
tracted period of business depression is not 
belleved by the closest students of business 
and general economic conditions, 

Fundamental business conditions are too 
sound to permit of any such calamity as 
„this, it ia asserted. There is too much wide- 
spread prosperity, too much tangible 
wealth, too many commodities availiable for 
exchanges, which in the final sis must 
be the determining measure of the country's 
business. The exchange of these commodi- 
ties has been interrupted for the time by the 
disturbance of the credit machinery of the 
country and the scarcity of the monetary 
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latter troubles have been edjusted then will 
the tide of business activity set in n. it 
is believed. 


Scarcity Due to Prosperity. 

In fact, #0 confident dre many experienced 
business men and financiers of a sharp bun- 
ness revival in the comparatively near future 
that they are exceedingly doubtful of any 
plethora of loanable money for a considerable 
time to come. They argue that genera! busi- 
ness conditions are 80 sound; unlike the 
period following the panic of 1893, when there 
existed great business depression and con- 
traction, and consequently little demand or 
money, that the demands of this business, 
including the requirements. of the railroads, 

robably will absorb the greater part of the 

oanable funds that may come on the market 
for some time to come, so that really easy 
money is not to be expected for several 
months at least. There are others, however, 
of the opinion that much cheaper money wil! 
be in evidence inside of sixty days, or ninety 
at the outside. 

Certain is it, however, that it 1s not in sight 
at the present time. The feeling undoubt- 
edly is growing better steadily, but there con- 
tinues to be a marked scarcity of money, with 
the result that interest rates are at about 
the highest point known in many years. 

Small loans of from $1,000 to $5,000 or $6,000 
are not difficult to secure, but the borrower 
must be prepared to pay 6 per cent, while it 
is said that the Northwestern Life Insurance 
company has been extending so of ite 4 
per cent loans at 5 to 6 per cent, and is mak- 
ing no new loans at all. 


Absorbed by Policy. Holders. 


In fact, none of the Insurance companies 
is in the market now, due principally to the 
fact that the demands of policy holders under 
the terms of, their policies are so great as to 
absorb all their loanable funds. How this 
demand has increased during the present 
financial trouble may be illustrated in the 
case of the Northwestern Life, which before 
the financial trouble wes loaning to its pol- 
icy holders about $300,000 a month, while at 
present it is said to be putting out about 
.$3,000,000, or ten times the former amount. 
As the insurance companies were the largest 
lenders in the market, their absence nat- 
urally*is felt keenly.. Still it is believed they 
will be in the market before long, and en- 
couragement is to be found in the fact that 
some of the largest trust companies are now 
putting practically all their available money 
into real estate mortgages. 

Despite all the unfavorable conditions, the 
real estate market continues to make an en- 
couraging showing, with a steady increase in 
the volume of transactions, as compared with 
a month or more ago, immediately following 
the outbreak of the monetary trouble. This 
clearly is indicated in the business of the 
abstract and guarantee departments of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, which is 
an unfailing barometer of the volume of the 
real estate business of the city. Thus, during 
December there was a falling off in the num- 
ber of these instruments as compared with 
December of the previous year of 21.28 per 
cent, while during the first ten days of Jan- 
uary the falling off as compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1907 was, only 14 per 
pore thus indicating a substantial improve- 
men 

This improved condition is reflected also in 
the number of transfers filed for record last 
week, which for the first time in several 
weeks exceeded the number filed during the 
corresponding week of the previous year, 
There also was a good run of fairly im- 
portant transactions during the week: so that 
altogether the real estate market is making 
a surprisingly good showing, with much en- 
couragement for the future.

for December Shows This Oity 
Passed New York—Falling Off | 

oN in Many Places, . 

Chicago leads the list in the compilation of 
building statistics of the principal cities of 
the country for December, the opertions 
in this city having been greater in volume 
than in any of the other ‘thirty-six cities 
enumerated, according to official reports to 
Gonstruction News. New York City here 
tofore has occupied first place. 

In the figures for the month just closed, 
while there was a gain of 78 per cent in 
building for Chicago, New York suffered a 
loss of 9 per cent in comparison with the 
* month a year ago. In Chi- 
cago permits were taken out for the con- 
struction of 240 buildings, involving a total 
expenditure of $5,388,800, against 568 build- 
ings, involving $8,108,650, for the same 
month a year gg, an increase of 78 per cent, 
while in New Tork, Includiig Manhattan 
and the Bronx, permits were taken out for 
127 structures, involving a total cost of 
$3,110,100, against 188 buildings, aggregating 
in cost $38,405,000, for the same month a 
year ago, or a decrease of 9 per cent. 

In thirty-seven cities permits were taken 
out in December for 5,232 buildings, involv- 
ing a total cost of $24,481,508, against 7,106 
buildings, the estimated cost df which was 
$82,902,870, for the corresponding month a 
year ago, a decrease of 1,874 buildings and 
$8,421,307, of 25 per cent. The figures for 
the different cities for the month and the 
estimated cost are as follows: -

It ‘will de observed that decrease predomi- 
nated. Out of the, thirty-seven cities there 


was an increase in nine, the others showing 


a loss of anywhere from 5 to 92 per cent, 
which is not considered so bad, taking every- 
thing into consideration. It is significant 
that St. Louis has an increase of 441 per cent, 
St. Paul, 13; Buffalo, 9; Omaha, 27; Salt Lake

Denis O’Sullivan Carols Gaelic Ly 


If you wish to know anything about an in- 
teresting man ask his wife. She knows him, 
And while she may nat feel either free or 
bound to confine herself to the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing else at all, at all, 
she is usually an ideal witness, because of 
the lively interest she takes in the prisoner. 

Mrs. Denis O'Sullivan, for instance, knows 
more interesting things concerning the at- 
tractive and famous Denis, Irish actor and 
singer, than he, modest soul, would recall 
in a month of rainy Sundays. She is a 
proud as well as an observing wife, by nature 
a romanticist and by instinct a diplomat. It 
was while we were waiting for the absent star 
of the oocasion, the same being Denis him- 
self, who was always helping Thomas 
Taylor Drill try the voices of numerous col- 
leens and show Joseph B. G. Ryan and other 
famous Celts the accuracy of his stroke at 
golf, that Mrs. O’Sullivan enumerated the 
important facts in the life of our hero's 
career. 

— 

These facts we here have set down: 

FACT ONE—The O’Sullivans are an old 
California family. The father was a forty- 
niner as well as an honest Irishman, and he 
founded the Hibernia bank in the city that 
lies this side of the Golden Gate. Denis was 
born in Frisco in 1868, which makes him 
40 years old and proud of it, and he lived there 
until he was 24, achieving prominence as 4 
singer and member of the Philharmonic, in 
which he played everything from first fiddle 
to bassoon, while he permitted several teach- 
ers of local renown to test and develop his 
voice, 

FACT TWO—When Denis was 24 his friends 
became #0 insistent in their demands that 
he should continue the cultivation of his 
barytone notes (because they liked them, 
not because they thought they needed culti- 
vation) that he went to Florence and sub- 
mitted himself vocally to Vannuccini, which 
delighted everybody, including Ven. 

FACT THREE—A year later Denis was 
married to Mrs. Denis. She had been study- 
ing in Paris while he was trilling in Fiorence, 
and as they were old, old friends and far, far 
from home, they wrote sympathetic letters to 
each other. This resulted in a courtship by 
post and they were married in Dondon, when 
Denis was 25 and Mrs. Denis—shall we say 
18? Perhaps she was 20, but not a day older. 

FACT FOUR—When Denis, in his new. 
found happiness, began singing joyously in 
London, his voice attracted the attention of 
the men who were directing the Carl Rosa 
opera company.and they urged him to try 
the stage. He was strong in his refusal for 
days, but finally he weakened and made his 
professional début in. Dublin, singing Fer- 
rando in “Il Trovatore, and stirring the 
hearts of the Irish, even with Italian music, 
He continued as a Carl Roser all the rest 
of the season, and the following season he 
created the role of Shamus in the opera of 
“Shamus O’Brien.” He came with “ Sha- 
mus to New York in 1897, and the same sea- 
son to Chicago. Later the company broke up, 
owing to trouble with the chorus. The giris 
wanted their salaries, or some little thing like 
that, and they struck, Denis then took the 
opera to Ban Francisco, where he made a 
grand entrée “among the old folks and 
followed it with a concert tour of the state 
that simply set the native sone and daughters 
a-busszing. 

FACT FIVE—Denis dipped into Amer- 
ican light opera in 1888, and created a part 
in Francis Wilson's Little Corporal,” and 
in the same company toured the country 
the following season. But then he became 
embitious again, and returned te London. 


For six months he studied with Sbriglia in 
Paris, gave several recitals, and sang at the 
Irish national festival (Feis Cedil) in Dub- 
lin 


FACT SIX—It was about this time that the 
O’Sullivan fortunes began to mend. San 
Francisco, having drawn itself together after 
the panic of 1888, was flourishing, and the 
O'Sullivan estate was booming. Denis, who 
likes his ease, and loves to play golf (though 
Mrs. Denis slyly insiets that he plays like 
a duffer) began to see his way clear to 
the full enjoyment of a competence and a 
heavenly independence of businese cares for 
some years to come. 

FACT SEVEN—In 1904 Denis. O'Sullivan 
retired from the stage, kissed his finger tips 
to fame as an actor, and announced a de- 
termination to devote the rest of what the in- 
surance men would call his expectancy to 
his family and to golf, but 

FACT EIGHT—Just as he was beginning 
to realize on this ambition, Fate took a 
hand, as though she were disappointed in 
seeing a gifted son deny himself to the pub- 
lic. The earthquake came and. shook Denis 
O'Sullivan off his couch of ease—shook him, 


in fact, out of London and landed him finally 


upon the American stage as a new Irish 
singer and actor ready to challenge the popu- 
larity of Olcott and meet that of Mack.

Some few of the melodies I got 
from my old Irish nurse, others I learned 
from an Irish sailor I met as a lad, and we 
have taken some from the collection of 
Bishop, Standford, Wood, Esposito, and 
other authorities.’ ;

The peculiar pronunciation of words which 
most players affect nowadays is not good 
English, but what can be done? We have 
players from the south, east. and west; a 
medley of sounds, and a confusion of idioms 
all in one cast. It would take a schoolmaster 
a year to bring some sort of order into such 
a chaos of pronunciation, and even then 
the man from New England would söme- 
times say. The idear js preposterous.“ while 
the woman from the south might exclaim, 
Farewell: I shall speedily return to my 
home in Alabamer.’’

eturning to David Warfield—I had known 
or hte thane during my boyhood in Cali- 
fornia.

The 
other large cities of the country are closed 
to me, unless 1 pitch circus tents or hire halls, 
I am also excluded from all of the small 
cities, or one night stands, as we call them. 
But I am still fighting, making money, and 
spending it in the contest. The hope of 
monopolists is that I shall get into debt Be- 
yond my ability to pay. But that is not in 
my plan.

I am an emotional man, but I hate no one. 
Much as the monopolists have cost me in 
money and trouble, I bear them no III will 
personally, However, I shall fight them col- 
lectively to the death. 

I came to New York twenty-five years 
ago to be stage director of the Madison 
Square theater at a salary of $35 a week; 
but I had been here once before. With 
a play and a partner—I shalk not men- 
tion the name of either—I arrived from San 
Francisco with modest expectations of much 
needed fame and fortune. I staged the play. 
My partner was the man of business. There 
was nothing in writing between us. The 
production was a great success. I drew 
enough money to pay for my board and lodg- 
ings and to keep my wife and two children in 
California from starving. And that ig all 
I ever got. One day I was turned into the 
street. I slept in the parks for several nights 
and lived on doughnuts. Then I sold my 
clothes and started west. It took me a 
month to get back to San Francisco, where 
I was again employed as stage manager and 
stock dramatist of atheater. The next time 
I set out for New York I had a contract.

SEVEN GAMES ARE FAVORED. 


Rivals Said to Have Voted Against 


Change to Spite Ann Arborites. 


An attempt to freeze Michigan out of the 
conference of dig nine colleges or to 
compel the Wolverines to humble themselves 


by conforming to existing reform measures 


which other members of the conference do 
not themselves favor was reported puna 


day. 


The report. grew out of a Sten by 
Walter Fishleigh, a former Michigan. ath- 
lete and now a member of the engineering 
faculty at Ann Arbor, to the effect Prof. 
Gillispie of Northwestern had outlined such 
a plan to him In the course of conversation. 
According to Mr. Fishleigh’s statement, 
Prof. Gillispie said: 

“ Practically every one of the schools 10 in 
favor of seven games and possibly some of 
the other modifications. However, when we 
found Michigan was making these conces- 
sions the condition of its returning to the 
conference we all felt that by granting any 
of them we would be placing the entire big 
nine in an impossible and compromising at- 
titude. Accordingly, several of the repre- 
sentatives were told to vote against not ohly 
the training table and othér amendments 
to the reform legislation, but even against 
the seven game change, which every one 
ta vors.“ 


Denied by Prof. Gillispie. 
This would explain the unexpected stand 
taken by some of the conference colleges, 
particularly on the seven game question. 


Several institutions which were in favor of 


a longer football schedule a year ago, and 
were supposed to retain the same views, 
voted against the seven game rule at the con- 
ference meeting this fall. 

Prof. Gillispie, when seen last night, = 
nied absolutely having made a statement or 
remarks of that nature. He said: 

1 cannot recall ever having made re- 
marks of that nature even in casual or spec- 
ulative conversation regarding conference 
affairs. I certainly made no such statement 
as an official, and could not have done so 
otherwise. I do not know the position or 
feelings of all the members of the confer- 
ence,”’ 


Influences Chicago’s Vote. 

Dr, Raycroft of the University of Chicago 
last night said: . 

“It is true the attitude of Michigan had 
a great deal to do with our action on the 
seven game rule. I would not say that it was 
entirely. on Michigan's account that we 
oppose” the lengthening of the schedule; but 
the stand taken by the Wolverines was a 
factor in causing Chicago to vote as it did. 

“A great many of the members of our 
faculty are in favor of the seven game regula- 
tion. I canont say whether or not a major- 


ity of them are, as the matter has not been 


put to a vote at our meetings 

The University of Chicago senate did not 
take up the matter at its meeting yesterday, 
and it was given out after the meeting that 
nothing would be done in regard to the ath- 
letic situation until Coach Stagg returns 
from the south. As the Midway director does 
not expect to come back until April, and as 
conference rules provide action on a resoe- 
jution must be taken by the various facul- 
ties and boards of control within sixty days, 
the inference is Chicago’ does not intend to 
veto the seven game rule at all.

‘In a New York hospital last Tuesday death 
claimed one of the most notable figures that 
ever crawled through the ropes of a prize 
ring, and in the climax there is much for the 
pugilist of today and of the future to learn. 
George Dixon, familiarly known in the hey- 
day of his ring career as Little Choco- 
late,” died penn and practically friend~- 
less, although when at the height of fame he 
was one of the popular idols in the game. 

| Negro though he was, was idolized 
by followers of the sport almost from the 
time he showed his gies — pes ability 
until Terry McGovern stoppe successes 
bat robbed him of his ambition. 
The lesson taught by Dixon's end is a sad 
Bellevue hospital, in 
Gotham, a victim of alcoholism, there were 
no friends to wish him recovery, none to 
offer him assistance. Those who were his 
friends in the days when he was a winner 
and a spender of the thousands of dollars, 
were not among those present and apparently 
he was forgotten. It plainly showed that the 
so-called friends who stick so closely to a 
successful fighter, are the quickest to desert 
him at his downfall, or after he has outlived 
his usefulness in the ring. 
— 


Many of these were among the men who 
after Dixon's career had ended, smothered 
his casket with floral tokens, but who would 
not give the little negro the price of food 
to keep him alive. There are many who wil! 
came to his end by his own hand; that 
he drank himself to death. Whatever truth 
there may be in this can be taken as it will, 
but the question is, Where were the frien 
who shared the shekels he made in h 
‘fights, after he became useless as a ring tool? 
Not one of them offered him aid, and before 
his death Dixon sald he had only one friend 
in the world, John L. Sullivan, who, strangely 
enough, ended his fighting career long ago.

For water 
cooled cars it will be necessary to pay care- 
ful attention to the radiators and their con- 
struction. 


Honeycomb Radiator Not Suitable. 


The honeycomb style of radiator used on 
Many water cooled cars would not be at al! 
ruitable for such a journey, he thinks, for it 
would not take many miles of traveling over 
muddy roads to get the radiator so badly 
clogged with mud as to render its cooling 
properties useless. Luttgen favors a thin 
ehield in front of the radiator on such oc- 
casion, so placed that it will not detract from 
the proper flow of air. Luttgen also suggests 
the use of bard rubber tires on certain parts 
of the journey. 

’ Undoubtedly the drivers and their me- 
chanics will face many a difficult mechanical 
lem before they get through, for it will 
do impossible to carry many spare parts and 
there will not be many friendly blacksmiths 
encountered once the American continent is 
crossed.

O’Rourke was a plasterer in Boston when 
Capt. Cooke made known to him the ability 
of Dixon and later that of Joe Walcott. With 
an honest fighter like Dixon and a pliable 
one like the Barbadoes Demon,“ O' Rourke 
had a strong hand in the game, and it made 
him a much sought after man. His fighters 
were good money getters and their battles 
brought coin into the coffers of O’ Rourke. 
And Dixon died penniless and friendless. 
Strange, is it not, how the tide turns? 

Dixon’s career in the ring is too well known 
to recapitulate. He fought hundreds of bat- 
tles and won more than any other fighter. 
He was considered the grandest little fight- 
ing machine of his inches the world ever has 
seen. He stacked up against any and every- 
thing and was a winner always—until Terry 
McGovern started his own meteoric flight to 
the featherweight championship.

That meeting between Terrible Terry 
and “ Little Chocolate” in New York not 
a great while before the game was closed 
down in that city was the grand finale for 
Dixon. Dixon never had met such a fighter 
as McGovern. He was knocked out in seven 
rounds, but before Ralf of these were over 
Little Chocolate had seen the handwrit- 
ing on the wall. With.O’Rourke in his cor- 
ner urging him on, Dixon fought as never 
before, but it was no use. He took the 
sledgehammer blows shot at him by Terry 
until there was no strength left in his body, 
then fell helpless and beaten.

It was that defeat that took all the heart 
out of Dixon, and, strangely enough, his 
conqueror met the same fate after his many 
victories, at the hands of Young Corbett. 
Dixon’s defeat by McGovern turned him down 
the road, the “drink route,“ and brought 
about his end when he was but 87 years old. 
MeGovern's finish came more quickly, and 
already he has spent some time in a sani- 
tarlum because of insanity. He, too, has 
spent his money with a free hand, and today, 
it is said, has only the money derived from 
the benefit given him in New York a couple 
of years ago. It was that awful wallop 
handed him by Corbett in the second round 
of their battle one Thanksgiving afternoon 
that sent Terry staggering down the pike,”

Through all Dixon's years of fighting he 
gained a reputation for sterling honesty and 
straightforwardness, not any too often found 
in the fighters of other days, or the modern 
ones for the matter. In his long career, last- 
ing more than a dosen years, in which he 
fought all over America and in England, he 
never was known to have been a party to a 
Cishonest battle. To those who knew Lit- 
tle Chocolate in the days of his success and 
popularity, the knowledge he was honest will 
live, even though he has gone from the stage. 

The fighters of the present day will do 
well to follow the path in which Dixon strode, 
but only to the turning point, where the 
sign, Downfall” can be seen. Not an inch 
farther even in defeat. 

— 


The day after Dixon died, Joe Walcott, his 
stablemate, as he was known while under the 
managerial wing of Tom O’Rourke, entered 
the ring to fight Jimmy Gardner, and met 
defeat. Walcott, too, has had a stormy 
career, but there was a time, and not so 
long ago, that Gardner would not have been 
considered to have had a chance with a 
fighter of the Walcott type. His defeat makes 
it evident the Barbadoes man is a demon 
no longer. 

According to accounts of the fight, which 
took place in Boston, the Lowell boy had 
much the better of the milling all the way 
and won off by himself. Gardner should 
be given full credit for his victory, as there 
is no gainsaying his ability. Few fighters 
in the business today have the lightning fast 
and damaging left hand that Jimmy pos- 
sesses. He jabs with that left so fast and 
often that it is tough work for an opponent 
to beat him to it.

Might Suspend New York Club.

The New York club escaped a fine of that 
size a couple of seasons ago through the de- 
sire of the National league not tostir Brush 
and Freedman to take the matter into the 
courts.

It was announced at the time the Chicago 
magnate was satisfied with having the forfeit 
stand'in favor of the Cubs, but the real reason 
was known to be the league’s desire to avoid 
angering the New York magnates into open 
defiance by contesting the fine in the courts. 


Why Brush “Settled.” 


This is not to say any of those things would 
come off, but that would be the situation, 
and if any of the Glants were taken away 
from Brush he could not get them back 
through the national commission. It would 
have no dealings with his club while under 
suspension. Nor could Brush go into his 
favorite courts and get his player, or players 
back. No court—except Pennsylvania’s— 
ever upheld a baseball contract or thé re- 
serve rule, and Brush could not get the case 
into Penpsylvania. For the sake of saving 
$1,000 Brush would not risk losing a $10,000 
Player or two, even to fight a matter of 
principle,

Enough Baseball for Local Fans.

The rich man of half a century ago was 
relatively almost as rich as the rich man of 
today. To be counted as rich one must pos- 
Sess wealth or property in conspicuously 
large amount. 
quote Mr. Watkins, “ is a more or less rela- 
tive quantity. The rich farmer would not 
be called rich in a great city. The rich of 
former days would even be ‘ respectably 
poor’ In New York City today.“ 

In presenting his statistics Mr. Watkins 
gives a chapter on Production and Acquisi- 
tion,” in which he shows the limitatione of 
personal production of wealth as contrasted 
with the acquisition of wealth which is not 
bound by any known limitations. 

“The freeing of acquisition from the !im!- 
tations of own-production,”’ he says, “is a 
fundamental fact in relation to the size of 
incomes and possessions. If whatever is 
acquired through own-production may be 
supplemented by other kinds of acquisition, 
it is obvious the possibility of large acquisi- 
tions is multiplied... So far as production 
remains individualistio—as consumption must 
always remain—the difference between the 
productive powers of one pair of hands and 
those of another, like the difference in di- 
gestive capacity of two stomachs, cannot be 
great. Neither such power nor such ca- 
pacity, however, sets appreciable Hmits to 
degree of ee tn a a aa 


Brains Worth Only '9100,000 a Year. 

“The m organization of industry on 
a large scale by making the plans and 
decisions of one mind the critical factor in 
the joint productive operations of thousands 
of hands, enormously increased the possible 
value of an individual’seffort. But it has not 
yet fixed the market value of the productive 
powers of any man at more than about 3100. 
000 a year.” 

Yet there are many men with incomes 
many times that sum—incomes of course not 
imputable to their own productive effort and 
often acquired with an entire absence of per- 
sonal effort. What does a difference of a 
hundred or two hundred times amount to m 
com the many who possess only their 
personal effects with the millioneire? There 
are doubtless men living in the United States 
today who possess 50,000 times the property 
of the average American farmer—the man 
of our propertied middle class. 

On comparing for large classes tnequalitics 
of income from labor with inequalities in tne 
possession of property and thus in the receipt 
of ita income, we find a great difference. The 
man just inside the upper tenth as regards 
the receipt of salaried inconie is twice as well 
off as the man at the middle of the line. This 
is: the condition among the employés of the 
greatest industrial corporations and among 
male teachers in the public schools of our 
cities—two representative classes.

Their property 
holdinge made them multimillionaires long 
before their private business ever could 
have doubled their fortunes.

Something Personal in Chicago Wealth 


And yet the fortunes built up by Palmer, 
and Leiter, and Field were amassed by far 
more legitimate means than the fortunes of 
90 per cent of the multimillionaires of Amer- 
fea. Their large fottunes were gained more 
by personal effort than the fortunes of a ma- 
jority of the American millionaires. Yet in- 
creased value of realty caused by growth of 
cities amd the necessity of the concentration 
of business activity in a small area has laid 
the foundation of hundreds of great fortunes, 
It gave the Astor family $70,000,000 in ground 


values in the business district of New York. 


Yet the possibility of build 
mendous fortune by res 
fe not nearly so great as the chance of mak- 
ing a colossal fortune in trade and trans- 
portation. It is this feature of the growth of 
large fortunes that opens up a field for in- 
teresting discovery. 

The statistics presented dy Mr. Watkins 
reveal the fact that out of 4,047 American 
millionaires 1,752 made their millions in trade 
and transportation. The next largest num- 
ber of millionaires have been produced in 
America through the agency of manufactur- 
ing and mechanical pursults. The total num 
ber of millionaires engaged in these pur- 
suits is given as 1,140 Mineral industries 
and forests have produced 436 millionaires; 
agriculture and grazing, 84; professional 
service, 78; domestic and personal service, 24, 
and various sources combined or source not 
stated, 538.

Few Millionaire Farmers. 

The most striking fact in the table is, with- 
out doubt, how unproductive is the soil of 
agriculture for the growth of millionaires. 
One hundred years ago the United States was 
almost exclusively an agricultural country. 
In the last generation or so the salient facts 
in the economic history of the country have 
been the growth of manufacturing, trans- 
portation, and mining—and of millionaires, 
But we need to look behind the face of the 
returns in the Miet of eighty-four millionaires 
for agricultureand grazing. Of these eighty- 
four full forty-seven are not representative 
of agriculture. They made their fortunes by 
“cattle raising in the west,” that is, by 
exploiting the national domain. The other 
„ representatives of the American farmer 
in the list should also be noted. 

At is significant that of the seventy-three 
men primarily engaged in professional! serv- 
ice, or so claseed, sixty-five are lawyers, pre- 
sumably corporation lawyers. But of course 
they have invested in real estate and securi- 
ties, that is, have been speculdtors. 

It fs clearly shown by Mr. Watkins that 
whereas a half century ago vast fortunes 
were built up largely through political causes, 
the great fortunes of today are chiefly the 
result of the country'sdevelopment. Speak- 
ing of the economics of government, Mr. 


Watkins says:

War Offers Good Chances. | 
The chances of war are, through specula- 
tive enterprise, a great cause of large for- 
tunes. War, aside from its uncertainties, de- 
stroys capital and increases the value of pres- 
ent goods, thus raising the rate of interest 
and causing @ decline in the value of income 
yielding property. Changes in taxes, the 
fluctuations of public credit and perhaps of 
paper money, government contracts for cer- 
tain kinds of goods urgently needed, all 
give the shrewd capitalist and merchant his 
chance. Our American crop of millionaires 
began to be noticeably important in the 
period just following the civil war. Strictly 
political sources of riches are, under modern 
conditions, less important than formerly. 
But government and war as economic fac- 
tors still considerably affect the growth of 
fortunes. 

Public debts, as we have seen, were about 
the earliest great form of abstract property, 
and have always been a favored material 
for inactive investment. The “ financing ” 
of princes and states has been a source of 
riches since the beginnings of modern pri- 
vate finance. Such is the suggestion of the 
names Medici, Fugger, and Rothschild. 

Illustrative of the effect of war on the 
growth of fortunes, Mr. Watkins quotes from 
David A. Wells to the effect that $100,000,000 
was made by distillers and by speculators 
and dealers in distilled liquors on account of 
the changes in taxes between July 1, 1862, 
and Jan. 1. 186,

Politics Aid to Many. 

The fortunes built up as the result of po- 
Mtical, or rather governmental acts, formed 
the nucleus of many of the great fortunes of 
today. The voting of franchises, for r 
ample, has been responsible for the growth of 
numberlese fortunes. 

But although the franchise still plays an 
important role in fortune building, the pro- 
ductive wealth of the country has been the 
great contributing force in recent years. The 
greatest American fortunes have been taken 
out of the ground. 

The rapid exploitation of natural resources 
has been increasingly prominent in the last 
century throughout the world, but most of all 


in the United States. 
The extension of the cultivation of land has

Riches in Mineral Industries. 

The extraction and utilization of minerais 
has made enormous strides, intensiveiy 
throughout the world by technical improve- 
ments, and extensively by bringing into the 
market the products of the mines of new 
countries, Such enterprises, when itmpor- 
tant, are almost without exception carried 
out on a large scale, and by corporations, 
They also exhibit a tendency to monopoly, 
observable, for example, in American coal, 
fron, and copper. — 

They thus afford appropriate food for the 
growth of large fortunes. Not only so, but 
the production of some of the minerals, ¢3- 
pecially iron and coal, is an index of the 
growth of large- scale power-driven machine 
production and of capitalism in all lines. 
It is matter of common knowledge how re- 
cent is the mineral development of the United 
States, but figures for other countries also 
astonish by their magnitude. 

It is calculated that the world’s production 
of won in 1800 was 825,000 metric tons. In 
1898 it was 86,159,000 metric tons. The mn. 
crease has multiplied the amount forty-five 
times in less than a century, But the United 
States has outstripped all others in this de- 
velopment, having passed the United Ring- 
dom in the production of iron and steel in 
1890, and being now far in the lead. Of iron 
ore it produces more than any other three 
countries, It produces 87 per cent of the 
world’s iron and steel, while the United 
Kingdom and Germany together produce 
only about 40 per cené. 

8 * * 
Coal Mining’s Great Advance. 

In the production of coal recent develop- 
ments are no less startling. In 1800 the pro- 
duction of the world was 12,000,000. metric 
tons; in 1807 it was 650,000,000 metric tons. 
The coal production. of 1904 was close to 900, 
000,000 tons. Again the United States ex- 
hibits the characteristic tendency in its 
highest degree. Although its produstion of 
coal had scarcely begun in 1830, it exceeded 
in 1899 the production of the united king- 
dom, and now produces nearly half as much 
again as that country. Its prospects as 
tested by area of coal fields, make the com- 
parison even more favorable. 

The wtilization of mineral oil began only 
in the middle of the nineteenth century, 
since which time production has increased 
enormously. Two countries enjoy practi- 
cally a monopoly of the product. The United 
States lost the leadership to Russia in 1898, 
but regained it in 1902, and has gone ahead 
at such a rate that in 1904 it produced al- 
most half as much again as Russia. 

The United States also leads the world by 
far in the production of copper. In fact, it 
produces more than all the rest of the world 
put together, and more than seven times the 
product of any other country. This line of 
produetion has developed from almost noth- 
ing since the seventies. | 


The production of copper, too, in this “nse 
of electricity’’ has an importance and % 
symptomatic value in relation to 14 
next to that of tron and coal. 25 

The United States also leads in the pre- 
duction of aluminiusn, borax, salt, quickstl- 
ver, phosphate, and lead, In zinc G 
alone is a little ahead of us. In silver Mexico 
barely leads the United States. In gold 
Africa, the United States, and Australia are 
close competitors for first place, 

This great development of mineral ms 
tries in the United States has been as recent 
and rapid as otherwise noteworthy. In the 
words of a recent foreign observer: “Not 
only does the United States far ogtrankt 
other countries, but its supremacy ih this _ 
particular sphere of activity is constantly — 
becoming more pronounced.” Remarkable 
as has been the growth in other lines, the 
mineral industries lead all others in : 
ity of development. The total value of our 
mineral output unmanufactured in 1902 was.

sideration. Good, healthy specimens of hu- 
manity are all that the surgeon demands, and 
when these 9 found willing to bare 
their arms to glistening knife a bargain 
can readily be struck. 

The highly necessary article is then rapidly 
transferred from the arm of its original pos- 
sessor to the patient whose injured flesh it is 
necessary to cover, No fixed rates are asked 
by professional skin sellers, the size of the 
cutting made and the size also of the patient's 
purse deciding this point. In this latter re- 
spect the traffickers in their own skin are 
guided by the custom of the surgeons. 

The surgical cases requiring the application 
of new skin are a great deal more numerous 
in a city the size of Chicago than one would 
think. Any cause that entirely removes the 
skin from a large portion of the body natural- 
ly makes skin grafting necessary. Of these 
causes burns and scaids are the most 
numerous, but there are others that make a 
large amount of work for surgeons, as they 
are just as sure to remove the outer skin 
when they occur.

Among these causes may be mentioned 
burns by acids; accidents in which a portion 
of the body is rubbed against some hard sur- 
face as when a rider is dragged over a rough 
pavement by a runaway horse; explosions of 
gunpowder occurring near enough to the 
victim to destroy a portion of the skin; and 
accidents causing small particles of glass to 


penetrate the epidermis in such numbers as 


to render it impossible for the surgeon to 
remove them without taking a.large amount 
of the skin along as well. 

The operation was performed recently at 
the Presbyterian hospital of grafting the 
skin of a healthy young German on to the 
abdomen of a Joliet manufacturer who had 
been scalded while superintending some work 
in one of the departments of his factory. A 
professional skin seller was called in as soon 
as the patient arrived at the hospital and 


asked if he wished to sell the required amount 


of cuticle. The man, who was a young Ger- 


man named John Baumann, living conven- 


jently near the hospital, signified his willing- 
ness, and his arm was bared and prypared 
for the operation. 

After it had been carefully washed and 
covered with an antiseptic solution a strip of 
skin six inches long and one inch wide was 
swiftly removed by the attending surgeon. 
This was quickly transferred to the wound 
while the skin-seller’s other arm was being 
prepared by an interne for the removal of 
another strip of the same size.

Work Pays $4 Per Minute. 

While the surgeon was busy putting the 
finishing touches on the job of starting the 
skin to accommodate itself to its new rest- 
ing place the interne was busy binding up the 
two red, bare looking strips on the young 
German's arm. In a few moments he had 
resumed his coat and hat, pocketed his check 
from the surgeon, and left the hospital. 

1 like the work, if you call it work,” he 
said after reaching the sidewalk, “‘and I 
intend to follow it as a regular profession 
as long as there is a demand for good, healthy 
skin. Iam known to a number of physicians 
operating in the group of hospitals in this 
neighborhood and they keep me busy. Fre- 
quently I give up as much as twenty-four 
inches of skin in one day. Then, of course, I 


have to rest quietly -for a week or two until’ 


it grows on again. 

“I usually get from $3 to $5 a square inch 
for my skin. For that job today, requiring 
twelve square inches, I received $60—not so 
bad for fifteen minptes work. I always get 
pretty near what I ask, as the surgeons have 
discovered that my skin produces good re- 
sults when used for grafting purposes. So I 
usually have as much work as I can at- 
tend te.” 
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Save Old Spider Webs. 

Another odd vocation recently brought to 
light in this city is that of collecting spider 
webs. What any one could want with spider 
webs would puzzle most of us to say, and 
yet these filmy creations of the little indus- 
trious spinners have a large market value, 
and can be sold at a régular price at all times 
ol the year. They are used by manufacturers 
of surgical specialties to make a variety of 
extremely fine clothlike filament used in 
place of court plaster for the purpose of stop- 
ping the flow of blood in injuries of various 
kinds. 5 

To make this fine, silky cloth, of course, a 
great deal of the raw material is required, 
and good prices are paid to men and boys for 
gathering spider webs. All that the web 
harvester needs on starting out to harvest 
his daily crop is a small broom with a long 
handle and a cardboard box. Armed with 
these he seeks out the places where spiders 
abound, and deftly removes them, rust and 
all, with one sweep of his broom. 

In this manner hundreds of webs are gath- 
ered daily, to be brought in at the end of the 
week and sold to the manufacturer at cur- 
rent rates. They are then carefully washed 
and dried, and given to the operators of the 
tiny spinning machines where the delicate 
fabric is woven. It is next cut into strips and 
placed in envelopes containing various quan- 
tities, when it is ready forthe market. Any- 
where from $30 to $50 is considered good pay 
for a week's crop of webs, and in summer 
double thoge amounts are frequently earned. 

A consideration of the rich revenues that 
are being gained by some of these odd work- 
ers will show that the man who has only his 
hands and his head with which to earn his 
living need not despair if those hands are 
nimble enough and that head equipped with a 
little fundamental knowledge that every one 
else does not happen to have. ‘

Rise of G. M. Reynolds. 

Another of the distinctly “‘ country ' bank- 
ers of Chicago is President George M. Reyn- 
olds of the Continental National bank. Mr. 


~ Reynolds was born at Panora, Ia., in 1868, 


and after going through the public schools of 
his town was graduated from the Guthrie 
county high school and entered the Guthrie 
County National bank as @ clerk when he 
was 16 years old. 

His bank training was such: as comes te 
the boy in the country bank. It hada good 
deal to do with sweeping out the banking 
room and attending to the stove in winter. 
Dusting counters and supplying ink wells 
were essentially part of his earlier duties in 
the establishment. He was the bank “ cub,” 
and he cubbed faithfully, Seven years’ 
Service in the bank, however, suggested 
„moving west, and the young man went to 
Hastings, Neb., in 1886, remaining there for 
two years. When he returned to Panora, 
however, it was as cashier and manager for 
the Guthrie County National bank. Absence 
seemed to have made the heart of the bank 
considerably fonder! 

After five years as cashier and manager of 


. the bank at Panora, the Des Moines National 


bank, in search of a cashier, recalled that the 
cashier and manager of the litt bank at 
Panora had demonstrated that he knew 
something about banking. It made the young 
man an offer, and in 1893 he accepted the 
position of cashier in the Des Moines Insti- 
tution. In 1895 Mr. Reynolds was elected 
president of the Des Moines National, and 
became a member of the board of directors, 
which last position he still holds with that 
bank.

Offeted Job in Chicage. 

In December, 1807, the Continental Nation- 
al in Chicago had need of a cashier. The 
country banker at Des Moines had at- 
tracted the attention of the bank in Chi- 
cago and Mr. Reynolds was offered the po- 
sition, which he accépted. How well he 
served the position is indicated first in the 
fact that in 1902 he was elected vice presi. 
dent of ‘the: institution. And that he pro- 
gressed im the.affairs.of a metropolitan in- 
stitution still further and acceptably is 
shown when a few years later the presidency 
of the bank was voted him. 

Under the direction of Mr. Reynolds the 
Continental National has proepered. It is 
in its own new building in La Salle street 
and the banking world of Chicago has rec- 
ognized the abilities of this former graduate 
of the country bank. He has been a prom- 
ment figure in the American Bankers’ asso- 
ciation and is vice president of the associa- 
tion at the present time. He isa vice presi- 
dent ot the Chicago clearing house and in 
10060 was president of the Bankers’ club of

Scotland Produced D. R. Forgan. 

David R. Forgan is a country banker, 
though not in the same sense that applies to 
Mr. Goddard and Mr. Reynolds, who had only

Young Forgan was only 18 years old, but at 
19 years he was recognized by the bank as a 
general utility man who could, be ended 
upon in an emergency to go toa branch bank 
anywhere in the system and look into its 
work or take temporary post as manager of 
it. In 1883, when Forgan w not yet 21 
years old, the manager of the branch bart 
at Fredericton, New Brunswick, quit his 
position at a moment’s notice and young 
Forgan was dispatched on a nſtzht's ride in

Foreign Student Tells of His Struggles in America 
and Asks if All Learning Is Withheld from Him. 


To the Editor of The Worker's Magazine: 
I ama foreigner and it is only four months 
since the English language became known to 
me. Therefore, I am afraid it will be hard for 
mo to explain my ideas in this letter. But I 
have some torturing questions to ask. 80 1 
write. I hope time will permit you to read 
this letter. As a literary man, who views all 
human interests, I hope you will not leave the 
letter without attention and will anewer 
some of my questions. 

Being: a reporter in the old country for 
newspapers I had the leisure and possibilities 
to read many papers and journals. I read and 
was interested in everything written about 
America. I read every article about the 
United States with burning interest. But 
especially I waa interested in the education 
of the United States, its culture and civiliza- 
tion. 

About education I have read that here it 
comes easy to a man who is willing to reach 
it; that for the students of the poorer classes 
it is quite possible to get the highest educa- 
tion, because here exist opportunities for 
every student to earn the necessary capital 
for his studying by working after school 
hours; I read that he has a great lst of even- 
ing ocecupationg, and by working five or six 
hours a day he is earning enough money to 
pay for his board, clothes, and payment. in 
the university. That means, aa J see now, 
that he is earning not léas. than $10 a week, 

* * 
Workingmen Live ‘in Clover. 

Then the workingmén; how happy they 
are! They were described to live m America 
like our doctors and engineers in Russia. 
They are working till 5 o’clock in the evening. 
Then they have a good supper of some dishes, 
with much meat, beer, wine and fruit. Then 
they dress like gentlemen and are going to 
different amusement places. No mark of 
weariness can be seen on their faces. An- 
other part of the working people, I read, in- 
stead of going to amusements go to the even- 
ing universities, and during four or five years 
they become doctors, engineers, and lawyers. 


Therefore, there are many doctors and law- 
yers from among the workingmen here 

So was described the situation of poor stu- 
dents, and what good opportunities exist for 
them to reach a high position in the intellec- 
tual and scientific world. 

How happy were many of us reading about 
that! How had flamed our eyes! How had 
throbbed our hearts! Much we dreamed 
about how happy we would be if fate brought 
us to the United States, and we could behold 
the torch of light, which leads the American 
youth, and which is not found in our own 
country, where the government of the czar 
keeps more than 100,000,000 people in dark- 
ness for the purpose to have humble slavea.

Awoke in Brass Foundry. 

At last fate brought me to America. It was 
thirteen months ago. It brought me straight 
to Chicago. O, how satisfied I was! Yes, 
was, but not now. I got a great disappoint- 
ment this year, I am astonished with the im- 
pressions that I gain on every side. My ideali- 
zation of the United States I have not real- 
ized in life I see around many wrongs, de- 
fects that make me wonder how they can be 
in a country like the United States. 

It would take a long time to describe every- 
thing, every impression, every fact. I will 
tell you only about the part of my experi- 
ences referring to myself: In two week 
after my arriving to Chicago I entered a fac- 
tory. I was working there on copper work 
six months. During that time I got the im- 
pression that everything is so arranged that 
the working man has scarcely time to rest 
during the night to continue the work tomor- 
row. It is so arranged that during the ten 
hours you cannot help thinking that you are 
a machine and like a machine you cannot rest 
even one minute. 5 

The foreman is driving you to work quicker, 
faster, and to “hurry up.“ You cannot turn 
yourself even for one second, if the foreman 
is nearby. You cannot adjust your apron, 
your sleeve, The foreman tells you to get the 
work done before the bell rings and says your 


mind, your whole body must lie In your work. 
There is no difference between you and the 
gitent, dead machine, And when the time of 
going home comes, then though I ama strong 
man my hands, my feet, and every limb in 
my whole body begins to ache.

. Too Worn Out to Study. 

When I come home I begin to feel a rheu- 
matic pain shooting through my limbs so that 
I cannot find rest. I walk about the room or 
sit in a chair for two or three hours and then 
go to bed. During the first six months I 
could not learn the English language, even at 
home, far less to go toa college. After this 
period I knew only about ten words in Eng- 
lish. I asked my friends for advice they 
told me in every factory itisthe same. Then 
I was wondering about what I read about 
America in our own journals in Russia. 

It is ridiculous and foolish to think that 
such circumstances could give good oppor- 
tunities for studying. I am good enough here 
only for working, eating, and sleeping, and 
sometimes to rest a little with light reading. 

But maybe I did not find the right places or 
people, maybe there are opportunities for 
immigrants, too? Perhaps such opportunities 
exist in another state, not in Chicago? Maybe 
, I.can work there evenings and e out 88 
a week and study the rest of the a 

Therefore, I ask you, as a man well. ac- 
quainted with the literature and daily life of 
the United States, I ask you as a really 
American man to give me an answer on my 
torturing questions. 

Is it true what I read about the education 
of the United States in our journals and 
newspapers or is it not true? If you would 
direct me on such a way I would never forget 
it. I am not afraid to work hard, only H 1 
could get time off to attend the classes at the 
university. 

Please direct me in the best way possible. 
Give me a chance to convince myself that the 
real American is good natured, full of hu- 
manity, and standing on a high plane of = 
ture. 


Cigaret Makers Lose Health: 


Business Pays Slim Profits. 
By Elias Tobenkin. 


ALF a trade, half a business, the 
cigaret industry in Chicago offers a 
scant existence, considerable sick- 
ness, and frequently an early death, 
to the 200 or 250 people engaged in it. 

There are in all from fifty to sixty small 
cigaret shops in Chicago located in the dis- 
triots where the foreign population is espe- 
cially strong. The Ghetto has the majority 
of these shops. The northwest side, espe- 
cially Milwaukee avenue, is next in Une, 
while the district back of the yards tur- 
nishes the tail end of the cigaret business. 

The cigaret business is largely, if not en- 
tirely, in foreign hands. In nearly all cases 
the manufacturer of cigarets also is the dis- 
tributer of the same, and shop and store are 
in the same room or in adjacent rooms. In 
the majority of cases the proprietor of such 
a cigaret store and shop lives immediately 
back of the workshop, contenting himself 
with whatever room, light, and air the rear 
of the house not occupied with paper boxes, 
bundles of tobacco, and other articles which 
cannot be crowded into the store affords him. 
The salesroom is open from 7 o’clock in the 
morning until 11 or 12 o’clock at night. The 
wifé and children of the manufacturer tend 
to that part of the business in nearly every 
case.

Small Makers Lose Trade. 

Hired help is scarce in the cigaret industry, 
all the work usually being done by the family 
of the proprietor. Inquiries among these 
small cigaret manufacturers brought out the 
fact that the cigaret industry in Chicago is 
in @ sort of transitional stage and rapidly is 
slipping out from the hand of the men of 
small means. 

‘We are having what one might eall a 
crisis in the cigaret industry today.“ de- 
clared a west side dealer. The business in 
itself is as good as ever. People smoke cig- 
arets as much as ever, but this only profits 
the big concerns and ruins the small dealer. 
Half of the small tobacco and cigaret stores 
in this neighborhood, or in any other place 
in Chicago, are not doing near as much 
business as they did five years ago. The 
reason for it is simple. The big concerns laid 
them low. with the countless ways of making 
cigarets better, cheaper, more attractive, and 
by offering the buyer many inducements. 

“To get an estimate of the cutting in on 
our business you only need to look at our 
stock. Half of the brands of cigarets that 
you see here are those manufactured by one 
concern. I manufacture cigarets myself, and 
yet I am compelled to sell their porn be- 
cauge of the demand for them. , 

. „ 

Forced to Sell Trust Goods. . 

„ But this would not have been so bad had 
I been able to make some profit on the ciga- 
rets I sell. But I don’t, and none of us small 
cigaret manufacturers who buy cigarets 
wholesale do, for the simple reason that the 
trust sells to the retailer for the same, or 
nearly the same, prices as it sells us, In 


addition it gives him coupons for every four 
or five of which he gets a box of cigarets 
free. 

“ But even on those cigarets that we make 
ourselves we do not earn as much as we did 
five years ago. The tobacco trust cleans 
out all available tobacco and what is left 
for the small dealer is not of the best kind, 
not of the most profitable, and even then can 
only be procured at an exorbitant price. 
Many of. the other materials, boxes, and so 
forth, the trust manufactures itself, while 


the small dealer has to buy them from an- — 


other small dealer at a much higher price.” 

This invasion of the cigaret field by alarge 
corporation created great havoc in the life 
of many of these small manufacturers. To 
keep their business going many of them 
began to cut down their expenses. This vir- 
tually means that two and three persons and 
occasionally the whole family labor to work 
out the wages which formerly one man 
earned, ) 

* * f 
Husband and Wife at Work. 

In a shop on Halsted street the writer found 
husband and wife at work. At another place 
on the same street the proprietor of the store, 
who had employed six men only four years 
ago, had one man at work. The shop was 
sandwiched between: the front part of the 
building, which was the store, and the rear 
two little rooms, which were the home of the 
manufacturer. 

The hired cigaret maker was working by a 
gas light which shone dimly through the 
air thick with tobacco dust. A girl about 11 
years old, a daughter of the proprietor, was 
assisting him by putting the cigarets in 
boxes and making herself generally useful. 

The manufacturer’s wife was dividing her 
time between the kitchen and the store, and 
if she had a moment to spareshe would assist 
her husband in cutting or in preparing the 
tobacco for cutting. 

* * 
No Future for Man of Small Means. 

Similar conditions were found to prevail in 
a number of shops on Jeflerson street. ne 
proprietor of one of these shops, who has 
been in business for twenty years, saw no 
future for the men of small means in tne 
tobacco and cigaret Industry. 

“The trade that we get here mbstiy is 
from the older people, the man said. “Ail 
the young fellows will rather go up to tne 
trust stores, Which are liberally distributed 
throughout the city, and will buy there. The 
true and tried,’ those who have been in the 
business for many years and have worked up 
a trade still are able to Keep it up by cutting 
down expenses and having no Outside help. 
The wholesale trade has been taken out 
almost entirely from the hands of the small 
dealers. Those who depended upon whole- 
Sale trade exclusively are among the worst 
sufferers at the hands of the tobacco trust. 
Nearly all the stores that sell cigarets to any 
extent at all buy the trust product.“ Even 
were they willing to buy from us small deai- 


ers they could not, because people call for the 
other brands of cigarets which are advertised 
so much. 

The tobacco and cigaret business, in case 
of the small dealer, is becOming a home and 
family industry. Unless the entire familly 
help along it is hard to make a living at it. 

* * 
Pays Dearly for Independence. 

This pessimistic view was confirmed by 
proprietors of a number of smaller shops 
throughout the city. 

The tobacco industry appealed to me, 
declared a Milwaukee avenue cigaret manu- 
facturer, because I thought it would make 
me more or less independent. Instead it 
enslaved me still more. When I worked in 
a shop, I was able to support my family 
with my own earnings. Now that I have be- 
come independent, my wife and children have 
to help me make a living, and instead of 
working nine or ten hours a day, I am in the 
store about seventeen hours a day,”’ 

As a result of this cutting down of ex- 
penses in order to exist, the tobacco industry 
in these foreign districts is conducted in 
many cases under conditions which are detri- 
mental to the health not only of the workers 
but of those members of the family who 
cannot or do not work for other reasons. 

„Many will deny it, will be afraid to give 
out the facts,“ declared another cigaret man- 
ufacturer, but it is true, nevertheless, that 
the families living and working in the same 
rooms or even adjacent rooms suffer greatly 
from the tobacco dust. Watch their faces, 
talk with them for fifteen minutes, and while 
they will be denying that this affects their 
health, yow will find that their hearts and 
bhungs are badly affected. You cannot talk to 
most of the workers im these small tobacco 
shops for any length of tine without the man 
breaking out in a violent cough, in spite of all 
his efforts not to.“ 

* * 
Falls a Victim to His Industry. 

A touching case of a man falling a victim 
to his industry was found on a thickly popu- 
lated ghetto street. The proprietor of the 
tobacco shop and store was sitting in the 
window about 7 o’clock in the evening, direct- 
ing another man and teaching him how to 
cut the tobacco. He was a man of about 35 
amd looked more like a Uving skeleton than 
a living man. He directed the work with 
motions rather than with words. 

A glance at the store revealed the rest of 
the story. The living rooms of the family 
were divided from the work and store room by 
a large calico curtain. The dust of the work- 
room had free access to the living rooms of 
the family and had eaten the man’s life away. 
Unable to do the principal and hardest work 
in the trade, the cutting of the tobacco him- 
self, he hired a man for an hour every even- 
ing to do this work for him and help him 
drag or the work which affords a miserable 
existence to his family and a living death to 


himself, 


Muskrat Hunting in Chic 


River Animals Furnish Furs. 


By J. L. Graff. 


HICAGO muskrats furnish thousands 
of Chicago women with warm wraps. 
They do more than that. They pro- 
tect the necks, shoulders, and hands 
of women im almost every civilized 
country of the world. And still there is 
more credit for little Chicago fur bearer, 
with a tail Mk a rat and a double row of 
teeth that enable him to put up the dea dliest 
fight of which any animal of: his size 18 capa- 
ble. Thousands of coats worn by military 
officers'in the frigid regions are lined with 
the little pelts produced in Chicago marshes. 
This country annually sends to London 
1,500,000 muskrat skins. At four annual 
sales held at that great market fur buyers 
of the world gather, and there the Chicago 
and IlMnois product is distributed to the 
four quarters of the globe. An equal number 
of muskrat pelts are manufactured in wraps 
m our own „ 
ps 
Fur Trapping Inside Chicago. 


Ninety per cent of the mink pelts taken in 
this country are now used for wraps for the 
women of this country and are turned out of 
our ewn factories. Mink pelts now are so 
high in price that the foreigners will not buy 
them. Mink wraps now are the most fash- 
fonable fur in this country. Thousands of 
these animals have been and still are caught 
in IMinots, many of them inside the city Um- 
its of Chicago. 

‘Chicago muskrats, according to trappers 
and dealers, furnish warm clothing to a 
large part of the Russian army. The fur is 
uged to line coats that for time past have 
been finding their way to the backs of Nich- 
olas’ soldiery, shielding the body from the 
chills of march and bivouac. 

The region of the Calumet clear to the Indi- 
ana state line is one of the most prolific 
muskrat sections in the middle west. For 
more than a half century the animal has been 
hunted inside the city limits of Chicago, dur- 
ing which time the number that has been 

trapped and skinned is said to run far into 
the pen 

* * 
Kills Hundreds in a Day. 


Henry Kleinman, who lives on a three acre 
place near South Deering, has a record of 
taking over 3,000 rats in a single trapping 
season. He ia now 67 years, old, and he has 
been following the business since he was a 
boy. A. B. Hallock, who lives in Rogers 
Park and who is a brother-in-law of Klein- 
man, and who for years hunted and trapped 
with him, says that he believes that his rela- 
tive has caught and taken the hides from 
somewhere near a quarter million muskrats. 
Kleinman says that he has shot as many as 
154 in one short day and he has speared no 
less than seventy-five in a few hours. 

Kleinman belongs to a family of trappers, 
hunters, and dead shots, Besides this fam- 
ily there are scores of other trappers in the 
same region, so that some idea of the im- 
mense number of fur bearing animals have 
been caught, the pelts finding a market in 
many countries. 

Not only have thousands of muskrat skins 
gone to enrich the fur markets of this coun- 
try and abroad, but inside the city of Chi- 
cago tons of mink and polecat skins have 
been produged in the same prolific region.

O to Paris and become a French chef, 

then come home and make money. 
Though good chefs are not well paid 
in France, French chefs are greatly in 
demand and command high wages in 
foreign countries. Overcrowding is the ex- 
planation for the poor pay athome. This is 
caused in two ways. Frenchmen are born 
cooks, so when young men go to work in ho- 
tels they believe that the cuisine is the easiest 
and most remunerative work. Then, every 
year hundreds of chefs from Germany, Italy, 
Norway, Sweden, and America go to Paris 
to become French chefs. They are willing to 
serve apprenticeships of two or three years, 
bécause they can command three times the 

wages after they have had this experience. 

The applicants for these positions so out- 
number the vacancies that many a man hae 
to wait several years until he is given a 
chance. A man before leaving will often ask 
that his position he handed over to a brother, 
or a cousin, who is anxious for the same 
training. 

The head chefs in all the large hotels and 
restaurants are French men, so foreigners 
can only expect. subordinate places, what- 
ever their experience may be. A man seek- 
ing this training must promise to stay two 


years at least, or the head chef will refuse 


to consider him. In some kitchens a man re- 
ceives no wages during his entire apprentice- 
ship. In other places they are paid $2 or $3 
after the first year. Their training is excel- 
lent; only the fewest fail to make good cooks. 
If they have never doneany cooking they are 
set to work washing dishes, pots, and pans. 
Where they have already had considerable 
experience they are made assistant fish 
cooks, meat or pastry cooks. 
+ * 
Head Chef Hard Master. 

A short interview with men who have had 
this training shows some interesting facts. 
One man says: 

The head chefs in some of the first hotels 
are real masters and most exacting ones. 
They have all gone through a hard school and 
expect the men who work under them to en- 
joy similar experiences. A man who cannot 
curb his temper, stand rebuke without an- 
swering back, and follow orders implicitly

Big Profits in Cigar Stores. 
By Walter Goldsmith. 


HAT businesses occupy the cor- 

ners? A man in almost any line 

of business, with perhaps the ex- 

ception of a gambling room or a 

blind tiger, would prefer a corner 
location, but because of the additional rent 
of these favored locations he feels that he 
cannot afford it. But certain lines of busi- 
ness seem to have a special fondness for the 
corner location. 

Saloons take up many corners because 
their owners like to eatch the thirsty way- 
farers from all directions. Because of the 
great number of saloons in Chicago it would 
seem the saleons occupy the corners more 
than any other line of business. The crue! 
father depicted by the temperance reformers 
and “the che-ud is in London” style of 
melodrama always is either going to or com- 
ing from the corner saloon. But the per- 
centage of corner saloons to the whole num- 
ber is not so great as in some other lines. 

„ 
Pay Most for Luxuries. 

Cigar stores, that is stores exclusively de- 
voted to My Lady Nicotine, also have a fond- 
ness for the corner locations. This is partic- 
ularly the case within the loop, and one large 
company seems to make it a matter of busi- 
ness policy to locate its stores on the ¢or- 
ners wherever possible. 

Little fruit stores also cluster about the 
corners, even though the higher rent must 


wring the souls of the thrifty proprietors, 
From the nature of these businesses, it would 
seem that only the businesses dealing in 
goods that are usually called luxuries can 
afford to pay the higher rent of the corner 
store. But such is not the case. Grocers 
also seek to locate on the corners and seem to 
be abie to thrive even with the increased cest 
of the rentals. 

Besides these lines the drug stores also 
hustle for the corner lots. It is impossible to 
find the exact pereentage in each of these 
lines, but from the comparative number of 
saloons, groceries, and drug stores it would 
seem that a greater percentage of drug stores 
occupy corners than any other line.

Tebacco Pays High Rents. 

Of course, the desire of all these businesses 
for a corner location causes the rentals to 
go up just as in any other case of large de- 
mand and smal] supply, and as the public 
pays no more for its goods at the corner 
store, the proprietor does not feel the in- 
creased rent owing to the increased business 
and the land owner receives more rent, it 
appears to be a good thing for all con- 
cerned. 

As in most of the saloons, grocery stores. 
drug stores, and even the fruit stands, cigars 
are handled as a side line, it would appear 
that the land owner must thank tobacco foe

Into Paper. other than the limited varie- 
ties of wood now used. Even the federal gov- 
ernment is trying to assist in the solution 
of the problem. Thus far the results are in- 
consequential. The day appears to be still 
distant when corn and cotton stalks or plants 
or straw can be utilized as a satisfactory and 
thoroughly practical base. However, the ex- 
periments have resulted in the production 
of excellent white paper from woods hitherto 
unused. Useful paper can now be manufac- 
tured from eighteen varieties of wood. But 
there are practical limitations; either the 
product is unsatisfactory for particular uses 
only or the amount produced from a given 
piece of wood is too small to be profitable, 
or there are mechanical, scientific, or natural 
difficulties to be overcome. 

Paper manufactured from the fiber of trees 
began to be a commercial product in 1867, 
but did not assume great importance until 
1890. During the succeeding seventeen years 
this branch of paper making has grown to 
such proportions as to overshadow all others. 
Wood paper has been produced so cheaply 
and abundantly that all classes of the com- 
munity from publishers to storekeepers have 
been enabled to use it with a liberality bor- 
dering, as some say, on extravagance 


Since Columbus found his new world, 21.424 
tons of gold have been dug from the mines 
of the earth. Their value is 
over $12,600,000,000. Of this 21,424Tons of 
vast total 190 per cent, or Gold Dug 
nearly one-fifth of the whole, 
has been mined in the last from Earth. 
ten years; 30 per cent, or almost a 
third, in the last twenty years; 41 per cent 
in the last thirty years; 54 per cent in the 
last forty years, and 68 per cent, or over two- 
thirds, in the last half century.

Availability Wins the Prize. 

A man’s success depends largely upon his 
practical capabilities. Not ability, but avail- 
ability, wins the prize. Availability is the 
capacity to use to advantage all of one's 
powers. A college diploma does not secure 
success. An educated pig remains a pig, 
an educated fool remains himself. 

Education must be sown on good soil to 
produce a good crop; if the ground is sha 
low and devoid of the right constituents 
there will be but a poor return. A silk purse 
never can be made from a pig’s ear, 50 a 
gentleman never can be made from a cad, 
a wise man from a fool, nor a practical man 
from an idealist. 

Men who can accomplish, who can bring 
about results, are needéd in every condition 
of life today. Of such men there is a dearth 
everywhere and the consequence is that 
owing to the limited competition between 
them they are able to command large salaries 
and occupy influential positions among 
their fellows. 

These are the men who make the wheels of 


F all the crimes against the govern- 
ment, that of moonshining ”’ is most 
often heard of by the general public 
and perhaps the least understood. To 
the average person the word “ moon- 

shining conjures visions of mountain fast- 
nesses, inaccessible retreats, hidden stills. 
mountaineers in plenty, a sprinkling of rev- 
enue officers, a the crack of Winchesters. 
This is the popular impression, but the truth 
is there is more moonshining in the city 
of Chicago or New York in one year than 
there is in all of the southern mountains in 
a decade. 

While the word ‘“‘ moonshine ”’ in the begin- 
ning was applied to illicit liquor made in the 
mountain sections, it has come to mean any 
liquor made in which there is an evasion of 
the government tax. Therefore, the metro- 
politan moonshiner, wily and elusive, em- 
ploys every subterfuge to mask his true 
occupation. He is in the business, whether 
he be the small maker of illicit spirits or the 
large firm evading the government tax, pure- 
ly and simply for the money that is in &. 
It is generally his greediness for fll gotten 
‘wealth that causes his downfall. He is rare- 
ly dangerous, being content to have shrewd 
lawyers fight his battles in the courts. 

The moonshiner in a large city rarely makes 
whisky, unless he has unusual facilities for 
getting rid of the malt that is left over, after 
* process of distillation. This cannot be 
run into the sewer, as it would soon clog 
it up. Rum is the usual thing made, molasses 
and sugar being . 
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Buys Molasses; Gets Caucht. 

In fact many cases are discovered by the 
revenue service through the purchase of 
molasses, sugar, and yeast by the moon- 
shiners—these places of supply being kept 
under constant surveillance by the depart- 
ment. Often the keen sense of smell of an 


agent causes the unearthing of a plant. It 


is hard to hide the scent that the distMlation 
of liquor raises. On many occasions agents 
have wandered through houses, as gas in- 
spectors, city building officials, and in other 
guises, to be led to the place wanted by the 
peculiar grainish odor, inseparable from the 
manufacture of spirits. 

In many Instances the mash problem is 
overcome. In one care on the east side of 
New York a firm with a small store on Cherry 
street, removed the mash in barrels. This 
was possible from the fact that their ca- 
pacity was small. A peculiar method of dis- 
tributing illicit liquor was discovered on 
this occasion. An old woman, armed with 
a market basket, was in the habit of mak- 
ing six or eight trips a day to and from the 
place. Its shape hidden by her shawl, she 
had a rubber. life belt around her waist, 


under her garments. 


This belt held three or four gallons of 
whisky and the old woman on each trip would 
have the belt filled and then deliver the stuff 
to various small dealers in that section, to 
the extent of eighteen or twenty gallons a 
day. They were not large offenders, the gov- 
ernment losing some $20 or $30 a day in 
revenue taxes, but as much attention and 
time was devoted to the case as would be in 
an affair of a large offlen deer.

Making Moonshine in Cities; Many [Illicit

The revenue officer, however, is not en- 
tirely free from danger in these cases. 
While the city moonshiner seldom shows 
fight, there are other dangers to be encoun- 
tered. A revenue man shadowing a place 
is often arrested by the policeman on the 
beat for not obeying his injunction to move 
on! or beat it.“ He cannot easily reveal 
the nature of his business, so he must sub- 
mit to arrest and even fines that the work 
he is seeking to accomplish may not fail 
because of premature exposure. Then again, 
they are often set upon by gangs of toughs 
who suspect them of being local detectives or 
“stool pigeons,’’ and must suffer a beating 
rather than show their badges or draw a 
revolver in their own defense.

Seldom Manufactured on Large Scale. 

While most of the moonshining is conduct- 
ed on a small scale, there are some large 
firms in no way reluctant to engage in the 
making of illicit Nquors, if_the greater part 
of the danger of discovery is eliminated. It 
is a matter of but a few years ago that a 
large wine house was caught réd handed at 
the game. The government had suspected 
them for a long time and the five floors of 
their immense buflding had been gone over 


time and time again without the discovery | 


of any other than the equipment that was 
necessary in the fermentation of wine. The 
agents knew that moonshine was being car- 
ried from the place; there knowledge ended. 

Tired of this state of affairs the head of 
the revenue service for the district decided 
to pay @ personal visit to the place and ac- 
cordingly at noon one day he entered the 
explained who he was, and an- 
nounced his determination to search the 
place from cellar to roof. But two men were 
in the place, the others being out to lunch. 
He was told that the head of the firm was 
absent on a like errand and one of the work- 
ers volunteered to run around the corner and 
get him. With an agent he waited for some 
time in the rear of the office and finally be- 
coming impatient walked to the front door 
to find it locked. This aroused suspicion at 
once, and summoning other agents stationed 
nearby, he admitted them through a rear 
door.

Found Stills in Vat. 

Leaving back and front guarded they start. 
ed a systematic. search. The ground floor 
was given up entirely to office and storage 
purposes. The remaining four floors were 
crowded with huge tanks and vats used in 
the.making of wine from raisins and grape 
sugar. Not the sign of a still could be dis- 
covered. One of the agents mounted a ank 
to get a better view of the floor when he 
found a pipe leading from it, clumaily cov- 


ered with sacking in an evident effort at con- 


cealment. They quickly wrecked the tank 
and found a still inside. 

Following the pipe they came to where it 
entered. a vat on the floor above, which upon 
being opened revealed a worm.“ It re- 
quired little time to find the remaining three 
stills cunningly hidden in the same way. 


The men downstairs, in the meantime, had 


arrested the employés as they returned from 


lunch, but the active head of the firm had 
evidently been warned by the men going 
after him and succeeded in escaping to Eu- 
rope. The stills were confiscated by the gov- 
ernment and the case settled by the payment 
of fines and costs aggregating $10,000. 

Various and many are the methods adopt- 
ed for the hoodwinking of the government 
in the matter of moonshine. The first and 
only Chinese moonshiner ever arrested got 
into trouble a short time ago in a village 
near San Francisco, where he was making 
spirits from rice and bottling it under a 
label bearing the words, Elixir of Life.“ 
This was sold in the Chinese quarters of San 
Francisco at a dollar a bottle. The first still 
of its kind in this country was found in this 
case, there being no worm used in the cool- 
ing and condensing of the vapor, but a drum- 
head which seemed to accomplish the same 
purpose. It had evidently been imported from 
China, the customs officials not knowing what 
it was.

Guessing Gossips Spoil Game. 

Another shrewd ruse for the concealment 
o& their business was adopted by a number 
of moonshiners in an agricultural section 
near Chicago. They established what pur- 
ported to de an incubator farm, ordering 
large quantities of grain for the feeding of 
the supposed chicks. 
eters. seemed to have voracious appetites 
as the orders for grain increased as the 
months went on. 

Now these things are noticed in a country 
community and soon that entire section was 
lying awake nights trying to figure where 
all the chickens were kept that devoured 
tons and tons of grain. Not a fledging fowl 
had a native spied; not a crow nor cluck 
had come from that direction. This finally 
reached the waiting ear of the revenue de- 
partment and a little work and a raid brought 
to the sight of the startled villagers quite a 
flourishing plant for the making of Illicit 
liquor.

Labels Are Counterfeited. 


Aside from the methods of concealment a 


* peculiar form of moonshining exists among 


the lower classes of the Jewish population 
in large cities. During certain holidays their 
religion teaches them to avoid drinking any- 
thing but Kosher’ liquors, made in new 
vessels from selected grain, and absolutely 
pure. Liquor of this kind would be hard to 
purchase and high in price. This brings I. to 
existence the Kosher’ moonshiner who, 
while fulfilling the religious requirements in 
the making of the spirits, overlooks the trt- 
fling formality of paying the government 
tax. Persons selling this often have cre- 
dentials setting forth the genuineness of the 
goods, which in many. cases leads the rev- 
enue man to their, doors. 

- While not. exactly moonshine in the ac- 
cepted or popular meaning, there are other 
phases of the dodging of government taxes 


tutions which are springing up all over the 
country. Yearly they are turning out well 
equipped men with a sound, practical know!l- 
edge of the mechanical callings and crafta 
upon which rests to a great extent our pres- 
tige as a nation. 

It is ‘the wérkers, the artisans, mechanics, 
and tradesmen who are at the base of our 
national welfare; they are the props on 
which rests the structure of our power. Take 
them away and it will totter and fall. 

Burke wisely said: ‘ There is no force in 
mere intellectual ability standing in all the 
nakedness and solitude of metaphysical ab- 
traction.“ What we need is a curriculum 
dealing with the practical affairs of life. 
Schiller designated the final education of the 
human race to consist in action which fits 
man for the proper performance of the duties 
of life. 
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' We-Live in a Fast Age. 

We are living in a fast age: we have no 
time to do anything properly. Where is the 
American youth who would spend twelve 
years with Angelo studying anatomy to be 
perfect in his work as a sculptor? In one- 
tenth of that time the young American would 
undertake to chisel an Apollo Belvedere. 

We do eVerything in a hurry. We rush 
through school, Jump into business, do fever- 
ish work, break down in middle life, and die 


when we should only be beginning in reality.

We take short cuts and have abridged 
methods; the work is all done to please the 
eye, and as a consequence soundness and 


solidity have been neglected. But we are 


now trying to remedy this, and in the future 
this country promises to be without a rival 
in every field of human endeavor, for she is 
making it imperative for her institutions to 
educate in the right direction and so turn out 
such practical men and women as will build 
the ramparts of strength around her and 
make her impregnable to the rest of the 
world.

Labels of well known brands of 
champagne are counterfeited. With the same 
bottles and caps as used in the case of tue 
originals, cheap wine is charged with gas 
and the stuff put on the market. Many large 
hotels and cafés, to say nothing of the smaller 
and cheaper places, knowingly handle this 
wine. Generally the good champagne is 
served the first few calls and then the fake 
fizz substituted. The person drinking is 
rarely able to tell the difference, having lost 
the taste for it after the first few glasses. 
Famous French brandies and cordials are 
counterfeited Mkewise, and given to the man 
who imbibes.

„Queer“ Stamp Makers Caught. 

The case of a large brewery caught by the 
government in the use of counterfeit stamps 
on beer not many. years ago illustrates in a 
curious way how the wrongdoer is even- 
tually discovered. A stamp collector, tired 
of amassing postage stamps, took up the 
collection of the revenue ‘stamps as a new 
hobby. This gentleman one day struck a 
beer stamp with no water mark. This dis- 
pleased him and he sent the same to the treas - 
ury department, reproaching it for careless- 
ness that permitted the issuing of a stamp 
without a water mark. A magnifying glass 


showed several letters of the name of the 


brewery, the stamp being canceled at the 
brewery. 

This soon brought the revenue men to the 
suspected place. For weeks men worked on 
the case. As the brewery had to use a large 


The feathery young- Amount of good stamps, it made the discov- 


ery of the counterfeits all the more dim- 
cult: Agents night after nigtit, carelessly 
hopped wagons and stole the stamps from 
kegs and barrels. These were carefully 
examined. Then some months of watching 
revealed an engraving plant on Staten Island 
that furnished the counterfelt stamps. The 
trial resulted in the sentence of the engrav- 
ers and the brewers paying fines and costs 
of more than $60,000.

Discovery Always Comes. 

And so it goes. Every day brings new 
methode and new manners of concealment 
and manufacture. But it is a lost cause be- 
fore it starts. It is the gambling of one or 
two minds against the government with a 
system of detection coming from the experi- 
ence of years, with men trained to persisten- 
cy and the ability to work on until the end 
is accomplished. Discovery always comes 
sooner or later in the making of moonshine. 

For the revenue officers to discover the 
moonshiner in the mountain fastnesses or 
even in the almost inaccessable retreats of 
the notorious moonshiners of the south is an 
easy task as compared with the discovery 
and the bringing to justice of the owners of 
the illicit stille of New Tork and Chicago. It 
is teue that the pursuit of the moonshiner 
of the mountains, who has his rifie constant- 
ly at his elbow, is fraught with more per- 
sonal danger than the hunting down of the 
unarmed moonshiner of the big cities, who 
has no respect for the law untfl he is in its 
clutches.

Dr. De Bey Eats in a Harry. 
Dr. Cornelia De Bey eats on quite the oppo- 


site plan. She likes a hearty lunch and feels 


better for eating well. She is fond of roasts, 
with full accompaniment of vegetables, and 
on this account she goes to the restaurants 
more than the tearooms. She is known by 
the waiters in a few of these places and they 
know what she wants and that she wants it 
ina hurry. When she goes in she is instant- 
ly attended to and she is known as a generous 
tipper.

Midwinter fashions show a most bewilder- 
ing array of everything belonging to woman's 
dress. While a great many things shown are 
way beyond the reach of hundreds of women, 
these women nevertheless find it to their ad- 
vantage t6 study the elaborate suits, evening 
gowns, hats, cloaks, etc., and many valuable 
ideas can be extracted from them and suc- 
cessfully applied to the more moderate priced 
clothes. 

One fashion in skirts much talked of at 
present fits like a sheath over the hips and 
hangs limp and full about the feet. In fact, 
the skirt flta so snugly as to make the wear- 
ing of skirts underneath an impossibility. 
Instead, the most perfect fitting combina- 
tion garments are worn. Then there ds the 
costume, showing the high waist lines and 
giving the.appearance of having no hips. One 
simple but beautiful tailor made suit has the 
simplest kind of a skirt, showihg a front 
panel with braid attractively outlining it at 
the sides. .

A new idea is to set in lace inser- 
tion with the fagoting stitch done in a col- 
ored linen thread, Then the scallops hand 
embroidered with dots of various sizes done 
in the laid work, make a dainty trimming. 
The counters are and will be for a tyme full 
of the most wonderful collections of rem- 
nants, all kinds of white and colored materials 
in wash goods, and the silk remnants on sale 
make one wish for plenty to spend. Quanti- 
ties of silk are sold for less than the original 
price asked. They make up well for tea 
gowns,. waists, and negligees, and if enough 
cannot be found in one remnant there are 
often several of different lengths of the same 
shade. One remnant could be used in a be- 
coming evening shade, say a delicate pink, to 
copy the waist shown here that is tucked 
and has a good deal of lace insertion. 

A soft silk, like a Sapho, will make up well. 
The half sleeves are stitched into the arm- 
hole of the lining of the waist, and are tucked 
both at the top and the bottom, and the 
tucked upper part gathered into the armhole. 
An insertion band of the filet lace finishes the 
sleeve. The body of the waist will have to 
have its design accurately marked off on a 
shirt waist pattern, pinning on an extra piece 
of paper to give the lengthened shoulder and 
larger armhole. Then draw a curved line 
from the waist line point of the yy 3 arm 
seam up and aut to meet the edge of the new 
armhole. It should not be difficult to get, 

d make the armhole stop just above the 

bow, as the illustration shows. Mark off 
the lines of the insertion, lay the insertion on 
the paper pattern, and tack it at the mitered 
corners, and in the rounding places draw up 
the upper thread to make it He smoothly. 
Tack some of the material and fit in where it 
belongs, and in places where the platn ma- 
terial is used the lace .will have to be laid on 
the material, basted in place, and cut out, 
Some simple embroidery can be done like the 
illustration. After all the waist, front, and 
back are put together, the insertion either 
hemmed or stitched to the silk, and the ma- 
terial on the wrong side cut through the mid- 
dle (that is, under the Insertion); this must 
be turned back and hemmed down by hand.

For this choose an inexpensive cut having 
the bone lean and fat. Cut the lean meat 
into small pieces. Put thedbones, trimming, 
and fat into a saucepan and cover with cold 
water, Bring slowly to the boiling point, 
then push back on the fire, where it will 
simmer slowly for half an hour. Meanwhile 
dredge the lean meat with salt, pepper, and 
flour, and brown in a little hot drippings with 


a few slices of onion. When the meat is well. 


browned, turn in with the liquor and the 
bones; simmer gently for three or four hours. 

About an hour before serving, take the 
bones out of the kettle and add for two or 
three puonds of meat and bonesa half cupful 
each of sliced carrots and turnips that have 
been saturated in the drippings long enough 
to have become slightly cooked. Twenty 
minutes before serving add four potatoes 
that have been parboiled for five minutes. 
At the last, season with salt, pepper, celery 
salt, strained, stewed tomatoes, and a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. This may be 
served with or wit. out dumplings.

Have proved themselves equal in intellec- 
‘tual capacity to men, according to President 
XI. Carey Thomas of Bryn Mawr. It is more 
like a fairy story than ever to discover that 
they are not only as good, but better. Year 
‘after year fewer absences and fewer condi- 
‘tions are reported for the women than for 
the men in the same classes. Dr. Thomas is 
opposed to riddling the college curriculum 
‘of women with hygiene and sanitary drain- 
‘age and domestic science and child study 
and similar studies. 

Nothing more disastrous for women or 
for men she thinks can be conceived than 
this specialized education of women as a 
Sex. If 50 per cent of college women are to 
marry (as statistics show) and nearly 40

per cent are to bear and rear children, such 
women cannot conceivably be given an edu- 
cation too broad, too high, or too deep to fit 
them to become the educated mothers of the 
future race of men and women to be born 
of educated parents. 

No college bred man would be willing day 
after day to shovel coal in his cellar or to 
curry and harness his horses if by some in- 
tellectual and interesting labor he could earn 
enough to pay some one todoit for him. Nor 
will college women be willing to do household 
Grudgery if it can be avoided. Such mar- 
ried women therefore must be prepared for 
self-support. Likewise the increasingly 
small proportion of the married 50 per cent 
who will marry men able to support them 
and their children in comfort will not wish 
to be idle. They, too, must be prepared for 
some form of public service. Of course, the 
80 per cent of college women who do not 
marry, except the few who will inherit for- 
tunes large enough to live on throughout life, 
must be prepared for self-support. 

It seems evident to Dr. Thomas that prac- 
tically all women must look forward, after 
leaving college, to some form of public serv- 
ice, either paid or unpaid. Why should not 
women fit themaelves after college for their 
special work? Let those who expect to keep 
their own houses study domestic science and 
sanitary economy. But is as unreasonable to 
compel all women to study it irrespective of 
their future work as it would be to compel all 
men to study dentistry or medicine. It is 
the sams: with child study and all other 
specialized studies. They, one and all, be- 
long to the graduate professional school.

MWatural for Girls io Want Husbands. 


„That a girl should want her own home and husband 
more than anything else we take for granted,” says Mrs. 
Smale, the founder of the home, “and she shouldn't 
have to do the way the girl does in the ordinary board- 
ing house. A girl ie wrong someway who doesn’t con- 
sider it the thing she wants to do most to get married 
and have a home of her own, and eo instead of having 
her take her men friends out on the street we have her 
ask them to come here to spend the evening or to stay to 
dinner ot luncheon, just as her mother would in her own 
home.“ 

At the „home,“ as it is called, giris can have their 
young men friends come after them or come to gal) on 
them any time they want, and the only thing that has to 
de known about them is that they are gentlemanly and of 
steady habits, A girl does not have to ask if she can 
invite them to dinrier, Sunday or any time. There are 
regular parties wi@re she is expected to invite them? 
where nice little lunches are passed—coffee and dough- 
nuts, chocolate and thin bread and butter, and wafers, or 
cake and ice cream. Best of all, there are little corners 
in the simple parlors for these and for ordinary evenings 
which are as cozy and as much in retreat as the win- 
dows and*conservatories of pretentious palaces, 

„ wre to look at the girle over there,” said one 
young man who lives in a boarding house a little farther 
up Washington boulevard. “I thought they were 
‘peaches,’ all right, but I didn’t want any of the board 
ladies in mine. Then when I did get to know Babe 
here I expected to see girls sticking their heads around 
corners every time I went there, but it soon appeared to 
me that every girl Was busy with some other fellow. 
And, say, let me tell you the board ladies were all right, 
too.” The young man who said this is now “ Babe's” 
husband, a three weeks’ bridegroom at the Washington 
boulevard boarding place. 

This couple met at the dancing class held by a young 
woman in the neighborhood. This also is under the 
auspices of the home, and is one of the places where 
these girls meet once a week and where their men 
friends go.

“Tickets are sold for 25 cents, you know,” she says, 
“and if some of the girls don’t know anybody there al- 
ways will be some who have three or four men who want 
to come, and everybody gets paired off finally.”

S it really true that we seg people stand- 
ing on their heads? For a long time past 
the subject has been in dispute among 
scientific i. | The photographic 
camera sees people, and everything else, 
for that matter, upside down. Undoubt- 
edly 4it is the same way with the eye, 
which simply is a little camera, in which 
the place of the dry plate is taken by a sensitive.nerve 
screen that lines the organ. : 

The image of an object thrown upon this nerve 
screen must necessarily be upside down. But how 
about the impression transmitted to the brain? Is it 
Hkewise inverted? [t is, perhaps, the most puzzling 


question in all optics.

‘All the World Is Upside Down. 

Prof. Stratton, in charge of the psychological lab- 
oratory in Johns Hopkins university at Baltimore, 
recently has made certain experiments which appear 
to show that we really do see people standing on their 
heads. In the visual impressions transmitted to the 
brain all the world is upside down. But the mind, in 
some way not yet determined, sets it right side up 
again, thus giving to one's environment a normal 
aspect. a 

Prof. Stratton constructed a simple tube containing 
two convex lenses placed a little distance) apart. 
Thanks to an elementary optical principle, any object 
seen by looking through this instrument appeared as 
if inverted. Prof. Stratton gazed through it for sev- 
eral hours a day with one eye, keeping the other 
closed, during an entire week. At the end of that 
time he found that the inverted images of things be- 
gan to turn themselves right side up again. 

In other words, the mind, as soon as it got used to 
this new way of looking at things, proceeded to put 
them right. And, as if to prove the inference in ques- 
tion, the eye which had been used so long for gazing 
‘through the tube began, when employed for ordinary 
purposes, to see objects upside down. It is the belief 
of Prof. Stratton that if the experiment had been con- 
tinued for a long period everything viewed through 
the instrument would have appeared perfectly normal 


and right side up. 


x * 
Fibers Too Delicate to Explore. 

The nerve screen that lines the eye és merely an 
expansion of the optic nerve, which runs back into the 
brain. This nerve, of course, conveys to the brain all 
visual impressions. Some investigators have been of 
the opinion that its sensory fibers must twist in such 
fashion as to turn the inverted images of objects right 
side up, but the structures concerned are so almost 
inconceivably delicate that no anatomist ever has been 
able to explore them or take them apart successfully. 

When it comes to actual mental impressions it is 


not the eye that sees ner yet the optic nerve. but a 
region in the back part of the brain, where are located 
apparently all of the perceptive faculties which have 
to do with what we call vision. One might say that 
the eye makes the photographs, but the mind develops 
them and passes them in review in this mysterious 
chamber of light in the rear portion of the skull. 

No doubt in time the optical difficulties connected 


with the moving pictures will disappear. At present 


the “skipping” from scene to scene causes great. eye 
weariness and sometimes permanent impairment of 
sight. If one looked at a moving picture constantly no 


doubt the eye would adjust itself in a few weeks 420 
that the irritating “jerks” of the mechanism would 
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seem harmonious. All that is needed to perfect the 
picture machine is an adjustment to the accustomed 
movements of the eye. 

With all that is known about optics, surprisingly 
much remains yet to be ascertained. It is but-recently 
that something definite has been found out, through 
experiments at Columbia university in New York, 
about the movements of the eye in reading. When 
one reads, it seems, the eyes do not follow the lines of 
print steadily back and forth, but move with a series 
of jumps, taking in three or four words at each skip.

This interesting fact was learned by throwing upon 
the eye of a reading person a beam of light, which 
was reflected from the eye upon a continuously moving 
photographic plate. Thus a line was traced upon the 
photographic plate by the light beam and the peculiar 
jumps were indicated by zigzags in the line. When 
the plate was developed it was possible o study with 
utmost exactness the movements of the eyes while 
engaged in perusing a printed page. 

It was noticed incidentally that the eye trembles 
perceptibly when, after finishing one line, it goes back 
to pick up the beginning of the next. The longer the 
lines, the greater the difficulty experienced in doing 
this and the more marked the trembling, as shown by 
the tracing on the photo plate. For this reason it is 
easier to read a newspaper column than a page in a 
book, and it seems not unlikely that the newspaper 
column has come to be ita present width by accurate, 
though unconscious, adjustment to the requirements 
of the human eye in this regard. 

Illusions of vision are common. The human eye is 
far from being a perfect organ, and it frequently sees 
things mistakenly. With the ear it is much the same 
way, but of all auditory illusions none is more curi- 
ous than those which have to do with the points from 
which sounds proceed. Thus, when one approaches a 
street corner and hears a car coming the direction is 
wrongly judged in at least three cases out of tour.

Human Ear a Poor Instrument. 

The human ear, in fact, is a wretched instrument 
for determining sound directions. Some people are al- 
most incapable of locating the sources from which 
sounds proceed. It is with a view to studying this 
matter that the psychological laboratory of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania has been engaged in conduct- 
ing a series of experiments with a formidable looking 
apparatus called a sound cage”—an affair which 
might be mistaken at first glance for an electric chair. 

The subject under experiment seats himself in the

chair, while his head is held firmly in position by a 
metal clasp arranged for the purpose. Attached to 
the machine is a long steel arm, which, thanks to in- 
genious joints, may be adjusted in any imaginable po- 
sition with relation to the occupant of the chair. On 
the end of the arm is a telephone receiver. 

The person in the chair is blindfolded and a mys- 
terious voice addresses him through the telephone 
from every possible direction in turn. 

As a result it is found that when the telephone 
speaks from one side, whether left or right, the occu- 
pant of the chair gets some notion of the direction 
from which it comes. This, of course, because the 
sound strikes most strongly the tympanum of the ear 
on the near side. But when it is a question of above 
or below or directly in front or behind, the person ts 
utterly at a loss. 


** * 
How Sound Leaps Across Gaps. 


The eccentric phenomena of acoustics—such as tne 
as yet unexplained leaping of sound over noiseless 
gaps, illustrated by fog signals sometimes audible ten 
miles away and unheard at a distance of two miles 
have been the subjcct of much recent study, and an 
instrument newly invented even records the quickness 
with which speech is uttered. More correctly it might 
be described as a machine for measuring the prompt- 
ness with which you are able to respond by the voice 
to a suggestion or signal. 

When a little bell says Ting!“ you utter the word 
“Yes” in reply, holding your lips, as you do 80, close 
to a parchment diaphragm resembling the head of a 
drum. This causes a metal disk in the center of the 
diaphragm to come into contact with a trass point, 
thus completing a circuit and causing an electrically 
actuated pen to make a mark on a revolving cylinder 
covered with lampblacked paper. In this way is shown 
the exact time which elapsed between the “ ting of the

They go to see others and the others go to see them. 
Incidentally, usually they eat because they cannot see 
if they do not eat, any more than the plébelan at the 
horse show ean see society without paying to see the 
horses. 

Down at the Annex it is the same story. Bvery 
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Saturday night every séat is taken in the 
supper room, in the main dining room in the 
Pompeian room. In the throng sometimes 
may be found the Afmours, of Mr. aud Mrs. 
Chalmers and Mr. and Mts Norman Wil. 
iame, Mrs. Marshall Field, Mrs. Palmer. Mr. 
and Mrs. Stanley Field, aud Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold McCormick. They come and go like 
others do—they enjoy sesing the merry 
crowds just as much as the merry crowds 
enjoy seeing them ‘ 

At the Annex and at Rector’s as well as 
at the inn the theatrical people are the cy- 
nos ure of all optics. Will J. Davis never 
strolis into the Annex that he is not greeted 
by a score of friends, arid he is only a theater 
proprietor. and has none of the romanée of 
the stage to carry with him to the supper 
table. 

Of course thé same people do not go tothe 
same restaurants every time they make their 
way into bohemia: Sométimes they go to 
one, sometimes to another. One night they 
go over to the Annex, the next week they 
take a table at Rector’s. the next at the 
College Inn, and so on until they have made 
the rounds. 

It is not unusual for them to go to one 
of the Italian restaurants for dinner Satur- 
day evening and stay there amid the real 
bohemians, the spaghetti, and the other 
things that belong to the Italian restaurant. 
until 9 or even 10 o'clock, although dinner 
is served at 7. In Chieago the gayety of 
Saturday night is crysetalliged in no one 
place. It stretches from the hotels of Mich- 
igan avenue over to the Hungarian restau- 
rant on the west side, and from the Italian 
restaurants on the north side to the hotels 


‘down Hyde Park way. 


Saturday nigm is the night that the 
waiter gathers in his harvest. The tips 
range from 25 cents to §5 and the supper 
checks often mount into the hundreds. 

“Saturday night is double money,” said a waiter in 
Rector’s the other day, the crowd always spends free- 
ly on Saturday night— more freely than any other night 
in the week. I don’t know why money should be easier 
Saturday night than any other, because the people Who 
come here don't have pay days. They're the ones that 
do the paying, and one would think they'd feel a little 
poorer Saturday night than any other, but they don't. 
We never get a tip of less than 25 cents Saturday 
night, although sometimes people come in here other 
nights and give us a dime for serving twice as much 
stuff. The tips of the waiters Saturday night m a 
fashionable restaurant average a dollar each, I should 
say, although, of course, I have no way of making a fair 
estimate.“ 5 5

Tips Average $1 Apiece Saturday Nights. 


The waiter’s estimate was made, 4s all estimates are 
made by waiters, on a basis of 10 per cent of the 
amount of the customer’s check. If the check is for $10 
the tip expected is $1, and amything over that amount 
brings forth an extra thank you and a nod or two of 
appreciation thrown in. And when the waiters say 
that Saturday night is a good night they mean that 
on that night they have a chance to hand out the extra 
thanks and nods on every platter of change. 

And what does a supper mean on Saturday night in 
thie bohemia of the millionaires? It means sometimes 


a full dinner from oysters down to biscuit glace; it 


means enough to eat at che midnight hour to keep a 
starving family from hunger until the wolf has given 
up his weary watch. ’ 


It means mallard duck a la Richelieu—$5 worth or 
it for two! It means quail en cassérole and a ten dol- 
lar bill reduced to small change; it means the’ salary 
of a salesgirl—the gross carnings of a week sf toil— 
spent for one little Jack snipe broiled! It means reed 
birds en brochette and blue winged teal duck and prairte 
chicken and every other ird Hsted under the red let- 
ters which spell game at the priee of forty noon day 
meals at the Klio’s noon day rest. For a bit of Bar le 
Duc jelly the bohemians in this bohemia, this gilded 
bohemia, pay 50 cents he price of a tabie d'höte, in- 
cluding five courses at the restaurants of the other 
bohemia.

Cost of a Light Supper. 

The throngs come and go. Imperial caviar en glace, 
$1.50; terrapin, ‘Maryland, $2.50; a quart of champagne, 
$4.00; two orders of coupe St. Jacques at 50 cents each, 
two cups of demi tasse, 20.cents, and Port du Salut 
Camembert, 60 cents, and a cigar for a quarter—not 
much is it for a strong appetite? Yet the waiter 
brings the check.. The penciled figures call for $10.05 
and the waiter gets a dollar. That's what it coste to 
get.a light after-she-theater supper for two at one of 
the restaurants of the millionaire’s bohemia. And that 
is regarded as getting off cheap. 

Over in that other bohemia—the one of the poets 
and the artiste—a steak can be bought for 18 cents! 
In the millionaire’s bohemia a plankéd double sirloin 
steak adds $4.00 to the eneck and ordinary veal chops 
with tomato sauce—a dish that can be had at any of 
the lunch counters for 20 cents—costs $1.15 when 
served for two. * 

Oysters are cheap enough everywhere. No one would 
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hesitate to go into the millionaires bohemia and order 
oysters. Perhaps they would charge 30 cents for a half 
dozen. The estimate is correct. Rockaways are only 
30 cents a half dozen in this wonderful bohemia, but 
if you buy no more than oysters the waiter allows you 
no peace of mind. You put on your own coat when 
you get up to go out and if you spent 80 cents for 
oysters for your wife you have the pleasure of helping 
ther on with her coat. The waiters in the miillionatre’s 
bohemia do not figure that the man who spends 60 
cents will give the 40 left over from the dollar to 
them. They figure on getiing 10 cents and the money 
isn’t worth the trouble. They usually disappear before 
you can give them their dimes.

$/0 Bill Easily Spoiled. 


If you go into the millionaire’s bohemia with $10 
and a débutante with you you are put down as an 
ordinary wage earner even if you spend the whole ten. 
If you go in there with a two dollar bin you will be 
able to buy just about enough to make you htingry for 
more and leave with a feeling of resentment toward 
the waiter. 

So Saturday night in the milMonaire’s bohemia means 
thousands of dollars in the pockets of the restaurant- 
keepers. It means throngs at the Annex: at the College 
Inn, at Rector’s, at the Hofbrau, at the Brevoort, at 
the Stratford, at the States, at the Wellington—at every 
restaurant in the loop district. It means laughter and 
song and music everywhere—it means the clink of 
quarters on the waiter’s tray—it means more money in 
a eo and sometimes it means—dyspepsia on Sun- 
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H hundreds of all night restaurants and 
‘lunch rooms, scores of nickel ard dime 
theaters, several vaudeville and dramatic 


houses, and numerous dance halls, the dis- 


@ trict immediately west of the river and 

having ‘Halsted and West Madison streets 

‘as the principal thoroughfares is the live- 

liest district in Chicago on a Saturday 

night. It also is- the most representative district. 

Street cars and elevated roads carry thousands of 

pleasure seekers from every one of the two score na- 

tienalities which make up Chicago's population. On 

Saturday night the rush hours last till long after mid- 

night. Men and women and children of all ages and 

descriptions seek and find their friends and acqwaint- 
ances here. 

In spite of the cosmopolitan and polyglot character 
of the element of pleasure seekers making Halsted and 
West Madison Streets its rialto, that portion of the city 
on a Saturday night is distinctly the district of the 
other half.” The immigrant other half predominates 
on Hdisted street. However, to draw any sharp lines is 

- futile. The crowds of foreign born and native American 
citizens intermingle and defy all attempts at classifica- 
tion or segregation.

Five Cent Lunch Rooms and Bohemian Cafes. 


The restaurants and lunch rooms are first to arrest 
the attention of the unaccustomed eye. They run from 
the 5 cent quick lunch rooms to the variety of res- 
taurant where one can get a meal as good as any- 
where in town.” In respect to color and atmosphere, 
they run from the hobo’s den to bohemian cafés, where 
literature and art, poetry and philosophy are discussed 
in Greek and “Russian. Politics is excitedly argued 
about in Macedonian, Bulgarian, and Montenegrin, and 
schemes for the buying of Palestine from the sultan 
of Turkey and regenerating the Jewish race are dis- 
cussed in the Hebrew of the prophets by Jewish en- 
thusiasts. 

In the matter of food these restaurants vary great- 
ly. With coffee and sinkers as a starter, there are 
many places where spaghetti is all the go and garlic 
is the prevailing odor. Jewish chop suey and lamb & 
la Athens are dominant on Halsted street between Har- 
rison and Twelfth streets.

Under World Mingles with the Upper. 


The most remarkable thing about this district on a 
Saturday night is the way in which the under and the 
upper world mingle and yet are so endlessly remote 
‘from one another. The best view of the underworld 
is gained in the few blocks between the river and Des- 

Plaines street, Adams and Lake streets. Here the little 

restaurants, the 5 cent lunch rooms, are most numer- 
ous. About s o’clock in the afternoon the hundreds of 
, Pedestrians, most of them without overcoats. pass up 
and down the sidewalks by these lunch rooms, look in 
for a moment through the door or window, and then 
Continue their aimless beat, evidently with no other in- 
tention than that of postponing their evening meal as 
long as possible. 

In the lunch rooms other men are sitting around the 
counters and eating their “full” meal for meager 
money. While there is no rush and bustle, the place 
is steadily busy and the one or two waiters attend to 
their customers with a monotonous regularity, but with 


none of that enthusiasm which one displays when ex- 


pecting a tip. 

“The customers come slow,” the proprietor of one 
of these lunch rooms said. They are in no hurry about 
‘Setting their supper in this neighborhood., They know 
it will never be too late. We keep open af) night. 
There are at least fifty little restaurants in the few 
blocks about here that keep open all night.” 


* * 
Postpone Supper as Long as Possible. 


The real reason, however, for so many people pass- 
ing by these little restaurants shivering and yet de- 
dating with themselves whether to go in and take their 
“full” meal at once or wait “until later’ was feund 
to be economy. At the lodging house, where most of 
them sleep, the people are up late. If they eat supper 
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at 6 o'clock they will be in excellent condition for an- 
other little supper along about bedtime. This 
they cannot afford, and with a hungry stomach and 
stifling air sleep 16 not overanxious to come to them 
and they sometimes have to @péend half the night trying 
to fall asleep “and to forget.” 

But the most horrible sight in this underworld is 
presented in the saloons, some of which are disease 
breeding barrel houses.” Here any one who has a 
nickel in his pocket is welcome for 4 stated amount of 
time. By buying a drink he is entitled to the free 
lunch, which consists of stale bread and still staler 
sausage. Those who have a chair to sit on are consid- 
ered princes, The majority stand about the Wallis 
looking furtively at the bartender, as if aWaiting his 
glance which would anfiounce that their turn has com? 
to “buy or leave.”

Old Men Who Are Wrecks of Life. 


Yet they have dignity of a sort Bnd any attempt to 
gain an insight into their life and past generally will 
be repulsed. when following an insufficient acquaint- 
ance. Some of the old men are from the class of odd 
job men who are up against it.” Others are cripples, 
and either are professional beggars or else peddle some 
article in an effort t6 conceal their begging. They 
while away the evening until about 10 o'clock and then 
make for their lodging places if they have the neces- 
gary nickel or dime: if not, they go to the municipal 
lodging house, 

Intermingled with these restaurants arg numerous 
second hand etores, These, too, are open until late in the 
evening, and it is here that these denizens of the under- 
world do their shopping on Saturday nights. Entire 
suits can be bought here for from 81.78 to $4. Coats, 
vests, and trousers afe sold at ridiculously low prices. 


* * 


¢ When Life Is in Full Swing. 


Two minutes’ walk from these underworld premises 
takes one to Halsted and Madison streets, and here life 
is in full swing. The overcoatless men, shivering from 
cold, or from fever, contracted in the foul odor of the 
cheap lodging house, seldom step over this boundary. 
Here the young working men and women are hurrying 
to and from the theaters or nickelodeons. In spite of 
the cold or slushy weather white skirts are rustling 
and the fluttering girl makes for the dance hall with 
a happy, laugh. 5 

Penny arcades are crowded with men and children. 
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Particularly sensational and suggestive pictures have 
three or four men Waiting for their chance to drop a 
penny in the machine and see them. Generally tities 
of picturés, like “Visions of Feminine Beauty’ Tue 
Maid of Athens,” or “The Henpecked Husband,” are 
relished. From the arcade to the nickel show is but a 
step, and this usually is made, but not without proper 
hesitation, for there are many to choose from. 

Octasionally one gets here a #iimpse of the most 
painful side of life. A youth about 16, who is out for 
the first time, is deadly drunk and is dragged about by 
two of his friends, who are in a similar condition, but 
who are more accustomed to it. Here and there, too, 
one sees a young man standing by the window of some 
pawnshop, apparently examining something in the show- 
case but in reality feeling his own wateh or ring and 
wrestling with himself whether to surrender to his 
inner cry for amusement or not. 


x * 
Many Patrons of the Pawnshops. 


It is seldom that he “conquereth himself,” and 
generally falls a victim to the hawk eyed. pawnshop 
keeper. When he leaves the store with some change 
in his pocket the youth ts almost on the verge of a 
nervous collapse. But in he next minute he is in the 
saloon, and he comes out not only full of courage but 
with an exalted opinion of himself, as if he had just 
been awarded a Carnegie medal for bravery. 


“I have lived en this street for fifteen years,” de- 
¢clared an old shoemaker, whose shop consisted of the 
space between two buildings, plus a glass door and a 
few boards overhead in place of a roof. “I have 
worked under this roof all these years, and I tell you 
I ‘have. seen life here; London and Paris have their 
cosmopolitan pleasure districts, but Chicago beats them 
all. I have been there, too. Halsted street today is 
perhaps the best known street in the world Every 
immigrant who has been in Chicago has carried its 
fame and name to the village he came from. It was 
his pleasure district; it was also his business district. 
It is the only street in Chicago where inside of ten 
minutes you can find a man to write for you a com- 
munication in your own language, no matter how re- 
mote it may be from the English. You don’t need to 
walk more than a block or two here without finding 
some man from your country, some one who will talk 
your language. : 

But it is not only the street of pleasure; it is also 
the street of sorrow, which is more apparent on Sat- 
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urday night. On every corner you will find some man 
trying te sell you something. A woman there will tell 
your fortune for a nickel, While here a young man had 
obtained his license to beg by having both his legs cut 
cut off by a street car.”

Few Vagabonds in Ghetto District. 


At Halsted and Twelfth streets we are in a different 
district—the Ghetto. There are no lodging houses and 
fewer examples of that distinctly vagabond and loafer 
specimen, but everybody is amusing himself. The 
nickel theaters are more nrofusely spread through the 
district. Women and children throng the sidewalks. 
The people are more homeliké in their attitude toward 
each other. ‘They live nearby and call each other by 
their first name. 8 

Almost every other door is a little cigaret store or 
soda water stand with a delicatessen store combined. 
Every one of these places is packed with people who 
talk excitedly. As you enter you perceive long rows 
of books on the wall. In connection with this store 
there algo is a private library and for 25 cents a month 
ohe can take out as many books as one possibly can 
read. Saturday night is the night to exchange these 
books. But no book is exchanged without a proper 
comment being passed on it by every one of the men 
present, and hence the excited talk, which just now is a 
peaceful discussion on the advisability of nonresistance 
which the book preaches.

Saturday Night a Double Holiday for the Jew. 


Here, too, there is another class of pleasure seekers 
which seldom finds its way out of the Ghetto. It is the 
class of elderly Jews who work in sweatshops year in 
and year out and seldom go out of their neighborhood. 
On a Saturday? night they will go out to look around,” 
as they express it, because Saturday night is a sort of 
doubly leisure hour for the orthodox Jew. It marke the 
exit of the Sabbath and the entrance of the Sunday, 
the official rest day, which is more generally observed. 
These pleasure seekers, however, are never seen intox- 
icated. Reflectively they walk up and down the street, 
stopping only at the window of a tieket agent's office. 
Occasionally two or three of them can be seen together 


on a street corner calmly discussing some rabinical — 


problem, or Russlan politics, or trying to guess who 
will be the next president, and whether times will be 
good if a democrat gets into office. j 

Toward 11 o’clock the entire district from Twelfth 
street to Lake and from Ashland to Canal street be- 
comes infested with a home fever, and by the hundreds 
men begin to return to the different sections of the 
city they came from.

Need 10 Cents for the Night’s Lodging. 


Midnight, however, stil: finds Halsted and West 
Madison streete full of pedestrians. The ali night 
lunch rooms do à rushing Wasiness for awhile and then 
again fall in that same e . way. At the 
doors of the vanlous’ io@ 0 
and Lake and Union stteetbd ne men are still stand- 
ing and evidently have not enough money with which to 
pay for a bed. 

Every passerby is scrutinized by them, and when 
they think the person likely to grant their request some 
of them might go up and ask for a dime to pay for 
the night’s lodging. Others will not give in/ and cast 
nervous glances,. which cause one to hate the thought 
of meeting one of them alone on a dark side street. A 
patrol wagon with two or three drunken men in it still 
tickle@ the curiosity of a belated few and suggests the 
comfort of home or room as the case may be.

Beggars Prosper from the Poor. 


But even this busy district, with the odor of the 
underworld reeking in some parts and vice and im- 
morality ruling in other portions, is not heartless. 
The beggars, poor, unfortunate cripples, who line the 
streets every Saturday evening will bear witness to it. 

A more striking case of silent charity was found in 
the case of a woman who collects her weekly tribute. 
as it were, from a number of saloonkeepers in that 
district. The woman gave the impression of weighing 
about fifty pounds, and when seen walking along West 
Madison street looked Hke a living skeleton. Yet she 
hummed a song to herself as she walked, here and 
there entering a saloon for a few minutes. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that she is the widow of a formier 
battender and subsists on the charity of the Saloon 
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OVE not only is the greatest thing in the 
world,” it also forms the most absorbing 
topic of study and conversation. Whether 
it be the disease certain scientists now 
believe it or the “natural blessing” of 
our sentimental ancestors, certain it is 
that love forms one of the greatest, as 
most mysterious, forces of nature. To love 

much is to be young, fortunate, glorious. To have lost 
the power of loving is to be old and unhappy even 
though fortune smile and the birthdays number less 
than twenty. Love, with life and death; constitutes one 
of the three great experiences common to ah humanity. 
Literary people prove no exception to the wonderful 
rule that makes peasants as proud sings, proud kings 
as happy peasants Literary people, indeed from 
Sappho down to Ella Wheeler Wilcox, from Dante to 
Byron, always have been great lovers since the world 
began. : {

- McCullough, expert Chicago writer of love stories, 


recently has made a study of the “Love Affairs of 
Literary Men,“ her latest book, supplanting her -egular 
yearly novel, being devoted to thie subject. From the 
long lists of literary men whose love affairs have 
passed into history this author chooses aine—Jonathan 
Swift, Alexander Pope, Samuel Johnson, Laurence 
Sterne, William Cowper, Thomas Carlyle, Edgar Allan 
Poe, Percy Bysshe Shelley, and John Keats—as telling 
examples of love's powcr and passion. 8 

Swift pis decided, in his callow college days, 
“never to marry.” Yet Jane Waring, whom he tenderly 


addressed as “Varina,” the fascinating sister of a 


college chum, constituted his first inamorata. Swift, in 
one of the sfrangest “love letters” ever written, im- 
plored her to marry him, declaring that “the love of 
Varina is of more tragical consequence than her cru- 
elty.“ signing himself as one “that has resolyed to die 
as he has lived, all yours.’ Yet, alas! for masculine 
faithfulness and honor, when, four years later, Varina 
wrote that she had reconsidered her declination of his 
offered hand and heart, Swift sent her another letter 
positively brutal in tone and tenor. If Varina lived to 
know of the sufferings of her unhappy successors, 
Stella and Vanessa, she undoubtedly gave solemn 
thanks for her lucky escape, but for a while, at least, 
her woman’s heart must have been torn.

Fame Coincident with Unhappy - Loves. 


“Mocking Fate,” says Myrtle Reed, “seems to 
demand love as an equivalent for fame, since for. the 
most part great men and women have been unhappy in 
affairs of the heart.” Alexander Pope’s career would 
seem to attest the truth of this theory. Always in love 
‘with love, always longing for it, no woman loved him, 
though he admired and sought many. “There is not a 
day in which your figure does not appear before me, 
your conversation return to my thoughts,” he wrote 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu, who, while she enjoyed 
his admiration and friendship, refused to consider him 
as a lover. Errina,”’ who probably was Judith Cowper, 
aunt offthe poet, he also held in high and warm regard, 
while his friendship with the Blount sisters, begun 
when he was but 19 or 20, was of long and tender 
duration. “Even from my infancy I have been in love 
with one after the other of you,” he wrote to Teresa, 
with whom, however, he presently quarreled. To Mar- 
tha: “I love you so well that I tell you the truth.” 
Once, indeed, he addresscd Martha as “Most Divine,” 
but the ladies would seem to have forbidden love 
making. Poor Pope died as he had lived, long'ng and 
hungry for the woman’s love fate had decreed thatehe 
never should enjoy | 

Samuel Johnson's love affairs were distinguished by 
a prosaic coloring, though once, at least, he knew a 
touch of roseate gladness. When but an awkward 
youth he was in love with a neighborhood beauty, later 
he had a passion for sweet Molly Aston; but the widow 
of 40 whom, as a boy of 28, he married, charmed and 
held him with true romantic glamour. She returned his 
love with equal devotion. and, despite the two grown 
children of her first husband, the direful predictions of 
friends, and so on, the marriage proved happy. When 
Mrs. Johnson died her husband was inconsolahle; nor 
did he ever forget her, kecping her wedding ring in a 
little round box and treasuring her memory, though 
Boswell records that “he laughed at the notion that a 
man never can be really in love but once, and consid- 


* ered it as a mere ‘romantic fancy.“ Despite his long, 


friendly devotion to Mrs. Thrale, Johnson placed a stone 
above his wife's grave thirty years after she had left 
him; nor did he ever fail to speak of his “dearest 
Tetty in tenderest terms. 

Laurence Sterne was a veritable Light o' Love,“ 
ever susceptible to the charm of the nearest pretty 
woman, far removed in nature from the ancestor of 
whom it is recorded that he was naturally averse to 
marriage.” Sterne was married at 28 to Miss Elisabeth 
Lumley, after a most ardent courtship on his part and 
slow, perhaps reluctant, yielding on that of the bride. 
When his daughter was but 14 he was making violent 
love to Kitty Fourmantelle, a girl in her twenties. 
Popular divorce not yet having been invented, the trick 
of encouraging other women to await his wife's death 
to marry him was a favorite one with Sterne. “The 
Widow,” “Lady Percy,” “Mrs. H.,“ these were but a 
few of the varied charmers who successively and suc- 
cessfully separated his allegiance from Mrs. Sterne. 
Mrs. Sterne lived quietly on, however, the irony of fate 
being apparent in the fact that she, affectionate to the 
last, survived her disloyal husband by some years.

Comper Held Cousins Love for Life, 


Cowper loved his cousin, Theodora, at 21, and though 
his father prevented the marriage, she loved him 
always, remaining unmarried, watching over her lover 
from 4 distance, soothing and smoothing the troubles 
and sorrows of his later life. There is no reason to 
doubt that her faithful love always was returned in 
some degree, yet two years after the separation Cowper 
was taking note of another pretty woman. His regard 
for Mrs. Unwin, his dear friend's mother, partook more 
ot the nature of eomradeship than love es generally 
understood, yet it was so tender that her death, after 
they had shared many griefs and trials, threw him into 
a state of despondency never broken. As for Mary 
Unwin's attitude of heart and spirit—it is the woman 
nature to be faithful, especially in connection with 
Objects such as poor, unhappy, ‘periodi@ally insane 
Cowper. And yet—surely her secret soul must have 
held something of love. 

“The heart history of the Carlyles is infinitely 
touching,” Miss Reed begins her study of their love 
relations. “We have come to associate the name with 
domestic discord; but between these two strong natures, 
though there was great conflict, there was also great 
love.” Rereading their love history, however, the most 
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Saiient characteristic seems to be their mutually and 
not altogether unjustified fear of marriage. 

Jane Welsh had been plentifully endowed with 
lovers, and once, at least, her girlish heart had re- 
sponded. She and Carlyle, introduced to her by the 
devoted admirer, Edward Irving, whuse flancée refused 
to release him to marry Jane, studied German together, 
and he presently proposed marriage—which she at first 
refused firmly, though she admitted that she loved him. 
Later he returned to the charge and she surrendered. 

My affection for you increases. Not many months 
ago I should have said it was impossible that I should 
ever be your wife.

That the marriage was not all it might have been 
every one knows, yet when “my little Jeannie” died 
Carlyle’s life and heart were broken. The old grave 
digger of the Haddington churchyard told how, at 86, 
the desolate old man, bereft of the bit smile” that had 
so faithfully and often cheered him, wept and prayed 
“a long time” over the lonely grave, which he pres- 
ently kneeled to kiss.

Poe Began to Love When Fourteen. 


Poe, the only American literary lover that Miss Reed 
has included in her group, loved ardently several times, 
loved pathetically always. When little more than 14, 
while still a student at the academy of Richmond, he 
fell in love with the mother of a schoolmate, Mra. Helen 
Stannard. This gentle lady became his friend, confi- 
dante, goddess. She died ere long,. and for months he 
haunted her grave at Richmond. Old for his years, the 
budding poet felt for Mrs. Stannard no callow regard. 

Then came an affair not unlike that of Byron for 
Mary Chaworth. Bimira Royster lived across the street 


from the Allans, of whose family he had become a 
member by adoption. Poe was 17, the girl somewhere 


about 16, and when the lad left Richmond for the 
university they corresponded frequently. But Mr. 
Royster*thought his daughter too young for such indul- 
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gence and intercepted the letters. Not until after his 
beloved sweetheart had become Mrs. Shelton did poor 
Poe discover the reason of the estrangement that 
ensued. 

Later, visiting at West Point, Poe/became enamo 
of his beautiful cousin, Virginia Clemm. . Though the 
girl was but 14 and Poe 27, they shortly were married. 
Mrs. Clemm lived with them, and between all three 
flourished an ideal attachment. But sorrow already was 
stalking the wretched poet. Mrs. Poe ruptured a blood 
vessel in singing, and thereafter died slowly. They 
were horribly poor, and the sufferer lay long “on the 
straw bed wrapped in her husband’s great coat, with a 
large tortoise shell cat on her bosom. . .. The coat 
and the cat were the sufferer's only means of warmth, 
except as her husband held her hands and her mother 
her feet.” But love sweetened even this bitter experi- 
ence and the girl never regretted her marriage. 

The circumstances of his death always have been 
shrouded in mystery, but it is known that again he 
broke his pledge, and that his friends found him dying, 
delirious, in a hospital.

Shelley's Lovemaking Always Picturesque. 


Of Percy Bysshe Shelley, dying at 30, it has been 
said that “he was unfailingly picturesque in all that he 
did,” and this rule wndoubtedly applies to his numerous 
love affairs. His first unhappy attachment was for his 
cousin, Harriet Grove, and began when they were both 
about 16. The engagement was broken, Miss Grov 
married another, and Shelley for a time was incon- 
solable. . 

“Forget her?” he mourned to a friend. Wat 
would I not have given up to have been thus happy. 
„Hard is the agony which is indescribable, which 
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is only to be felt. Forsake her! Porsake one 
whom I loved! Can I? Never! (Though later the frail 
nature proved less noble.) But she is gone—she is lost 
to me forever—forever!” . 
Harriet Westbrook, a young and charming girl who 
played the part of go-between when Shelley was 
estranged from all hig family save his sisters, gradually 
effaced the other Harriet's image, however. Presently 
the two eloped to Scotland, being too young for legal 
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marriage. The bride’s sister, Eliza, went with them—and 
staid, despite all Shelley’s efforts to the contrary. She 
has been credited with having much to do with the 
estrangement that little by little grew up between the 
young couple, though as soon as possible they were 
properly remarried. But within two months of this 
time Sheliey was in love with Mary Godwin, 17, 4 
beauty, but perhaps nearer Shelley’s intellectual stand- 
ard than Harriet. Ere long Shelley persuaded Mary to 
accompany him to Calais, where they were overtaken by 
the bride’s mother and elder sister, Jane, or “Claire,” 
Clairemont, with whom Byron presently was to share a 
fervid passion. This sister staid with the Shelléy 
household also. Harriet, toward whom Shelley's be- 
havior was in several ways incredible, presently 
drowned herself, and Shelley and Mary were married. 

Mary, too, was now and then distressed by her hus. 
band’s admiration of other women, but he would seem 
to have indulged in no serious love affair after their 
union. He loved her to the last, and she was truly 
heartbroken when, in the summer of 1821, this * beauti- 
ful poet and universal lover was drowned in the gulf 
of Spezzia. It is a question, however, how long Shelley 
would have remained faithful had he lived.

* Keats Had Only One Crand Passion. 


“Three small volumes of verse, some earnest friend- 
ships, one profound passion, and a premature death, 80 
Lord Houghton summarized the life of Keats. Fanny 
Brawne was the object of the “one great passion,” 
though the personality of his fate at first irritated the 
young poetic soul. As “beautiful and elegant, graceful. 
silly, fashionable, and strange,” he described her, yet 
within a week he was her abject slave and vassal. “He 
don't like any one to look at her or speak to her,” but 
a little later wrote one of the Dilkes to a mutual friend. 

Fifty years after Keats’ death forty of his worderful 
love letters to Fanny were published, and today they 
are equally well worth reading. 

My love has made me selfish,” says one. “I cannot 
exist. without you. I am forgetful of everything but 
seeing you again—my life seems to stop there—I see 
no farther. ... I have been astonished that men 
could die martyrs for religion—I have shuddered at it. 
I shudder no more—I could be martyred for my religion 
love is my religion—I could die for that. I could die 
for you.” 

He did die soon, poor boy, though not for Fanny. 
Fanny and her tender kindness, indeed. helped him to 
live longer than might otherwise have been possible, 
and softened the dark passage. Her “brief good night 
to put under the pillow "—just two words on a scrap 
of paper—<cheered many a trying hour for him; the ring 
of her giving never left his finger, was buried with 
him. As long as he could see from his window he tried 
to watch over her, to induce her to be careful of her 
precious health. From the Italian exile that proved so 
pitifully impotent to stay death’s hand he sent back 
the tender farewell message of “Godd by, Fanny! God 
bless you!” Tue little pocketbook Fanny had given him 
at the final parting was buried with him; he sank to his 


last sleep with a little white cornelian, also of her 


giving, in one hand, hör last unopened letter in the 
other. Keats, the “wondrous boy,” at least knew how 
to love. 

And so it goes on. All literary men, as all ‘ worth 
while” men of any order, have loved, though perhaps 
foolishly, sadly, vainly. For love is life's accolade, and 
those who would taste life’s fullness must pay tribute 
to love also, even though the deed bring in its train 
sharp sorrow. The soul that loves not grows drear and 
arid, es know all students of life and humanity.
